The  Board  of  Selectmen  continued  its  efforts  in  1992  to  make  Town 
Government  efficient,  effective  and  responsive  to  the  citizens  of 
Harwich. 

Joint  budget/article  hearings  were  held  with  the  Finance  Committee, 
giving  both  an  opportunity  to  meet  with  various  Town  departments  to 
ascertain  their  budgetary  needs  for  FY’93.  These  meetings  have  given 
both  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  a  knowledgeable  basis  on 
which  to  present  their  recommendations  to  the  voters  of  Harwich  and  in 
keeping  with  with  limitations  of  Proposition  2}4.  A  Special  Election  was 
held  in  June  to  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Proposition  2^4  the 
amounts  required  to  pay  for  the  purchase  of  new  fire  apparatus  and 
construction  of  a  new  pumping  station  and  corrosion  control  facilities  at 
the  Water  Department  Wellfield,  off  Westgate  Road,  North  Harwich. 

1992  saw  the  opening  of  the  Super  Stop  and  Shop  in  East  Harwich. 
This  addition  to  the  Town  has  not  only  broadened  the  tax  base,  but  has 
provided  employment  to  many  and  has  encouraged  new  business 
growth  in  the  area. 

In  January  the  board  appointed  William  Greenwood  as  Chief  of  Police 
replacing  the  late  Norman  A.  Fennell. 

May,  1992,  saw  Sandra  B.  Daniels  elected  to  her  third  term  as 
Selectman  and  Allin  P.  Thompson,  Jr.  to  his  second  term.  Robert 
Ruggles  remained  as  Chairman,  Allin  P.  Thompson,  Jr.,  Vice-Chairman 
and  Charles  W.  Schneiderhan,  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

The  Solar  Aquatics  pilot  program  came  to  an  end  this  year  when  the 
septage  lagoons  were  closed.  The  Town  voted  to  enter  into  a  one  year 
Contract  with  Yarmouth  to  accept  septage  waste  generated  by  the 
Town  of  Harwich.  Proposals  are  now  being  sought  to  build  a  septage 
treatment  plant  of  our  own,  hopefully,  utilizing  the  more  innovative  and 
environmentally  friendly  technology  proven  by  the  pilot  program. 

In  1992  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

-  Supported  local  affordable  housing  efforts,  local  initiative 
programs  for  affordable  housing  and  a  county-wide  consortium 
that  would  apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  HOME  Grant 
Funds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  1990  Cranston-Gonzalez 
National  Affordable  Housing  Act. 
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Continued  its  efforts  to  soften  cablevision  costs,  recommending  a 
“basic  package”  only. 

Entered  into  a  Agreement  (with  the  Town  of  Chatham)  for 
intersection  improvements  at  Rt.  137/Queen  Anne  Road. 

Approved  and  adopted  a  new  redistricting  plan  submitted  and 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Registrars,  to  become  effective 
January  1,  1993. 

Issued  a  Safety  Policy  and  Mission  Statement  recognizing  that 
safety  is  a  basic  responsibility  of  management  and  having  concerns 
for  all  town  employees  against  occupational  accidents  and  health 
hazards. 

Continued  its  efforts  with  regard  to  the  MWRA  Outfall  Tunnel  and 
the  concept  of  improving  the  effluent  quality  of  discharge  and 
endorsing  the  opening  of  a  gift  account  for  legal  defense. 

Addressed  mooring  permit  issues. 

Attended  joint  meetings  with  Planning  Board  relative  to  the  Master 
Plan  to  be  completed  in  January,  1993. 

Continued  to  serve  as  Local  Licensing  Authorities  issuing  licenses 
for  business  establishments  as  required  by  statute,  and  as  Local 
Licensing  Authorities  approved  limited  Sunday  openings  for 
package  stores  for  the  holiday  season. 

Adopted  Rules  and  Regulations  for  use  of  Town  Beaches;  Dockage 
Rates  and  Harbor  Fee  Schedule  and  Shellfish  Regulations. 

Recognized  the  Highways  and  Maintenance  Employees 
Association,  the  Harwich  Employees  Association  and  the  Harwich 
Water  Department  Employees  Association. 

Offered  input  to  Cape  Cod  Commission  on  various  projects  before 
the  Commission  including  the  Snow  Inn  Project  and  Super  Stop 
and  Shop. 

Presented  the  Boston  Post  Cane  to  Miss  M.  Abbie  Pierce,  the 
Town’s  oldest  citizen. 

Notified  the  State  of  the  board’s  concern  and  need  for  safety 
improvements  at  Snow  Inn  Road/Route  28. 

Approved  expenditures  of  funds  from  Whitehouse  Field  Trust 
Fund  for  repairs  to  Whitehouse  Field. 

Continued  to  make  appointments  to  various  Committees, 
Commissions  and  Boards.

Town  Administrator 


The  May,  1992  Annual  Town  Meeting  had  less  to  spend  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row.  Town  Meeting  appropriations  (less  debt)  fell  from 
$21,353,630  in  May,  1991  to  $20,925,985  in  May,  1992.  The  budget 
appropriation  was  similarly  reduced  from  $20,476,218  in  May,  1991  to 
$20,127,239  in  May,  1992.  The  primary  reason  was  a  decline  in  free  cash. 
Certified  free  cash  fell  from  $4.2  million  available  in  May,  1991  to  $3.4 
million  available  in  May,  1992,  reflecting  a  decline  in  interest  revenue. 
The  town  had  less  to  invest  and  earned  at  a  lower  rate  as  interest  rates 
fell.  Other  revenue  sources,  including  State  Aid  were  approximately 
level,  with  some  new  growth  and  a  2.5%  annual  increase  in  levy  partially 
offsetting  the  reduced  free  cash. 

The  May,  1993  Annual  Town  Meeting  looks  somewhat  more 
promising,  as  falling  revenue  sources  such  as  free  cash  and  State  Aid 
appear  to  be  stabilizing. 

Collective  bargaining  brought  many  changes,  but  few  settlements.  In 
March,  1992  the  Town  was  notified  that  the  Service  Employees 
International  Union  (SEIU),  which  represented  employees  of  the 
Highway  and  Maintenance,  Water,  Golf,  Harbor  and  Animal  Control 
departments  had  been  decertified  by  the  employees  in  an  election  held  in 
December,  1991.  This  brought  to  an  end  over  a  year  of  grievance 
arbitrations  and  charges  of  prohibited  practice  brought  by  the  Union 
against  the  Town,  as  they  sought  to  delay  the  decertification  election. 
The  Town  was  never  found  to  have  violated  any  Contract  or  the  law. 

In  May,  1992,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  recognized  the  Highway 
Employees  Association  for  the  purpose  of  collective  bargaining.  Those 
employees  signed  a  Contract  with  the  Town  through  June,  1992  with  a 
0%  wage  increase.  Negotiations  are  underway  for  FY  93  and  beyond. 

Similarly,  the  Water  Department  Employees  Association  was 
recognized  in  June,  1992.  They  signed  an  agreement  through  June  1993, 
with  a  0%  wage  increase  for  the  year  ending  June,  1992  and  a  wage 
opener  from  FY  93. 

Contract  negotiations  with  the  Police  moved  from  mediation  into  fact 
finding  during  1992.  A  fact  finding  hearing  was  held  on  October  30.  The 
report  will  be  presented  by  the  fact  finder  in  February  ,  1993.  The 
primary  issue  is  wages.  The  police  have  been  without  a  Contract  since 
June  30,  1991. 
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The  Firefighters  and  the  Town  entered  contract  mediation  in  late 
1992,  as  negotiations  reached  impasse.  The  primary  issue  is  wages.  The 
firefighters  have  been  without  a  contract  since  June  30,  1991. 

Non-union  employees  have  received  no  across-the-board  pay 
increases  since  July,  1990.  In  July,  1992  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was 
petitioned  by,  and  recognized  a  new  collective  bargaining  unit  made  up 
of  employees  who  were  formerly  non-union  and  covered  by  the 
Personnel  By-Law.  Negotiations  with  the  Harwich  Employees 
Association  are  underway. 

Catastrophic  medical  coverage  for  Police  and  Firefighters  injured  in 
the  line  of  duty  dominated  much  of  1992.  A  search  for  insurance 
coverage  against  future  losses  with  the  assistance  of  the  Town’s 
Insurance  Committee  and  Insurance  Agent  have  been  fruitless.  While 
rare,  these  claims  can  be  very  expensive.  The  Town  presently  has  one 
claim  totalling  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  Voters  will  be  asked  at 
the  Town  Meeting  in  May,  1993  to  establish  a  trust  fund  against  future 
losses.  Police  and  Firefighters  are  not  covered  by  traditional  worker 
compensation  and  the  Town’s  current  policy  has  a  $20,000  cap  on 
coverage. 

In  1992  the  federal  government  required  all  municipal  employees  not 
covered  by  County  Retirement  (part-time  and  seasonal)  to  contribute 
7.5%  of  pay  to  FICA,  and  to  be  matched  by  the  Town.  The  Town  of 
Harwich  with  the  assistance  of  the  Treasurer  chose  to  offer  a  deferred 
compensation  plan,  which  qualified  as  a  retirement  plan  as  an  alternative 
and  saved  a  substantial  amount  of  money. 

The  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  became  effective  in  1992.  The 
Town  had  to  be  program  and  employment  accessible  in  January,  1992 
and  had  to  develop  a  transition  plan  describing  how  and  when  the  Town 
will  become  structurally  accessible  by  July  1, 1992.  Both  deadlines  have 
been  met.  The  Town’s  Disability  Rights  Committee  was  again  helpful  in 
funding  an  assistive  listening  device  for  use  by  hearing-impaired 
individuals  at  the  May,  1992  Town  Meeting,  where  a  new  handicapped 
parking  By-Law  was  adopted. 

Voters  combined  the  Recreation  and  Beach  Commission  and 
Youth  Commission  in  May.  The  new  Recreation  and  Youth  Commission 
met  for  the  first  time  in  June.  The  summer  recreation  program  was  the 
best  organized  and  managed  in  recent  memory. 

The  Town’s  septage  lagoons  closed  on  July  31,  1992.  A  one-year 
contract  with  the  Yarmouth  Septage  Treatment  Plant  was  signed.  A 
request  for  proposals  (RFP)  to  treat  Harwich  septage  was  advertised. 
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Ecological  Engineering  Associates  treated  the  lagoon  contents  utilizing 
solar  aquatics.  The  lagoons  have  been  mixed  with  sand  and  filled. 

During  1992  I  appointed  two  new  Department  Heads.  I  appointed 
Jim  Knowles  as  Golf  Operations  Manager  in  February,  and  Anne 
Schweizer  as  Recreation  Director  in  July. 

A  contract  with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  in  conjunction  with  a 
part-time  Town  Nurse  has  actually  expanded  services  while  saving  the 
Town  approximately  $30,000.  per  year. 

An  E-911  Committee  consisting  of  the  Fire  Chief,  Police  Chief,  Town 
Engineer,  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  member  of  the  Disability 
Rights  Committee  and  the  Town  Administrator  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  September  and  is  preparing  a  local  plan  to 
implement  E-911  in  Harwich.

In  February  1992  the  Board  of  Selectmen  accepted  the  resignations  of 
Helen  D.  Marsden,  Lawrence  Hewins,  Jr.,  and  Dorothy  Gallagher  and 
appointed  Anne  Magor,  Hager  Johnson,  and  Frank  Recka  to  the  Board.

One  Zoning  By-Law  Amendment  was  recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board  to  be  adopted  at  the  1992  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May.  It  was  not 
accepted  by  the  Town.

$48,152.00  was  awarded  to  the  Town  of  Harwich  through  a  grant  from 
the  Cape  Cod  Commission  to  assist  in  completing  the  Master  Plan 
Update.  The  Planning  Board  devoted  $29,500  to  hiring  three  consulting 
firms  to  carry  out  hydrogeologic,  traffic,  and  economic  studies.  The 
Harwich  Historical  Commission  received  $7,500  to  match  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  grant  to  hire  a  consultant  to 
research  and  complete  the  historic  resources  inventory  for  the  Town  of 
Harwich.  Because  of  the  shortage  of  clerical  help  in  the  Planning 
Department,  the  Planning  Board  dedicated  $9,345  to  hiring  a  temporary, 
part-time  person  to  assist  in  Master  Plan  tasks.  The  remaining  $1,807 
was  earmarked  for  miscellaneous  expenses. 

The  Planning  Board  held  51  meetings  during  1992,  regular  and  special, 
to  give  ample  time  for  discussion  and  decisions  regarding  the  Master 
Plan  Update.  With  the  impending  completion  of  the  Harwich  Master 
Update  Draft  in  early  1993,  the  Planning  Board  will  again  be  scheduling 
additional  meetings  and  public  hearings  to  welcome  public  input  and 
apply  finishing  touches  to  the  written  document.  The  Board  expects  to 
present  the  Master  Plan  to  Town  Meeting  voters  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  October,  1993  pursuant  to  a  mutual  decision  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Two  regular  Planning  Board  members  resinged  in  1992.  They  were 
Roy  Mennell  and  Paul  Doane.  These  members  were  replaced  by  Debra 
L.  DeCosta  and  Linda  Hughes.  Two  alternate  Planning  Board  members 
were  also  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1992  to  act  on  Special 
Permit  applications  in  the  event  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  regular 
members.  They  are  Paul  Doane  and  Richard  Skinner. 

Much  gratitude  is  due  to  the  many  citizens  and  town  officials  whose 
input  has  been  instrumental  to  the  success  of  the  Board’s  work.

Upon  the  retirement  of  Town  Clerk/Registrar  Ruth  Ericson,  Board 
personnel  changes  took  place.  Ruth’s  successor,  Anita  N.  Doucette, 
automatically  became  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  Ann  M.  Kelly  was 
appointed  to  succeed  Edith  Weinberg.

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The  1992  census  enumerated  a  population  of  10,374  persons  over  the 
age  of  three  years,  occupying  4,594  dwellings. 

The  annual  town  census  was  conducted,  first  by  a  town-wide  mailing, 
followed  by  three  teams  of  census  workers,  subsequently  using  both 
street  by  street  and  telephone  solicitations  for  information.  The  intake  of 
census  data  was  completed  by  March  1992. 

The  voter  drop  list  was  prepared,  names  of  those  dropped  were 
printed  in  the  newspaper  and  they  were  notified  by  mail. 

The  School  Age  Children’s  List;  the  list  of  town  residents  street  by 
street;  and  the  statistical  groupings  by  population  and  precinct  were 
tabulated  and  completed  by  mid-April;  and  the  Jury  List  was  sent  to  the 
State  in  June. 

A  review  of  the  fiscal  year  ’93  budget  was  held  on  February  10.  The 
1994  fiscal  year  budget  was  submitted  on  November  4. 

Special  registration  sessions  were  held  on  February  8  and  11  for  the 
March  10  Presidential  Primary;  April  11  and  14  for  the  May  4  town 
election  and  May  5,  6  and  7  town  meetings;  May  30  and  June  2  for  the 
June  27  exclusion  election;  August  15  and  18  for  the  September  15  State 
Primary;  October  3  and  6  for  the  November  3  Presidential  and  State 
election. 

Special  registration  sessions  were  conducted  at  the  Cranberry  Point 
Nursing  Home  and  Winstead  Retirement  Center.  Registrars  made  home 
visits  as  called  upon. 

A  special  registration  day  was  held  at  the  high  school  on  January  30  to 
register  those  students  who  would  be  18  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
election. 

The  May  Town  Meeting  accomplished  its  business  in  three  sessions. 
437  voters  attended  on  May  5;  370  on  May  6;  and  250  on  May  7. 

The  T.  Christopher  Thurlby  and  William  doCarmo  recount  was 
conducted  in  the  high  school  library  on  March  24. 

The  Board  certified  2,263  signatures  on  206  petitions,  as  well  as  737 
absentee  ballot  applications. 

To  comply  with  State  mandate  that  each  precinct  be  within  a  5% 
variation  in  accordance  with  the  1990  Federal  census,  the  Board,  upon 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  undertook  redistricting  to  bring  the  three 
precincts  into  conformance.  The  State  approved  the  proposal  and  a  map 
showing  new  lines  was  published  in  the  newspaper  and  residents  were 
notified  of  their  change  of  precinct  by  mail. 
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On  November  13,  a  public  meeting  was  held  to  open  and  count  the 
absentee  ballots  voted  outside  the  United  States  that  were  received  on 
or  after  November  3,  the  day  of  election. 

A  new  census  format  was  developed  that  reduced  the  amount  of  work 
necessary  to  produce  the  census  mailing  and  simplified  the  procedure 
for  each  household.  The  mailing  was  prepared  in  December  and  sent  out 
on  the  26th.

Report  of  the 

Planning  Department 


Although  fewer  applications  for  development  plans  were  processed  in 
1992  than  in  1991,  the  Planning  Department  experienced  a  substantial 
increase  of  activity  in  other  areas: 

Master  Plan  -  Completing  the  Master  Plan  Update  was  the  primary 
goal  of  the  Planning  Department  over  the  last  year  and  the  lack  of 
applications  enabled  a  greater  amount  of  staff  time  to  be  devoted  to 
finishing  the  plan.  Four  major  sections  of  the  Master  Plan  Update, 
Existing  Land  Use,  Housing  Characteristics,  Community  Facilities,  and 
Historic  Resources/Community  Character,  were  completed  during 
1992.  The  goals  for  the  plan  were  also  established. 

Cape  Cod  Commission  -  The  Planning  Department  continued  to 
interact  with  the  Cape  Cod  Commission  regarding  application  for  local 
planning  grant  funds,  administration  of  our  grant,  and  conformity  of  the 
Master  Plan  Update  with  the  Regional  Policy  Plan. 

Grant  Work  -  The  Town  of  Harwich  was  awarded  a  grant  of 
$48,152.00  by  the  Cape  Cod  Commission  to  complete  technical  work 
and  provide  supplemental  staffing  for  completion  of  the  Master  Plan 
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Update.  A  summary  of  each  technical  work  item  funded  by  the  grant 
money  follows: 

1.  Hydrogcologic  Work 

A  total  of  $19,000  was  dedicated  to  gathering  missing  data  on  the 
bathymetry  of  several  Harwich  ponds  as  well  as  the  completion  of 
tidal  flushing  analyses  for  Allen’s,  Wychmere,  and  Saquatucket 
Harbors,  and  Round  Cove.  The  work  was  coordinated  with  the 
Monomoy  Lens  Project  underway  at  the  Cape  Cod  Commission. 
There  were  three  goals  for  this  work: 

A.  To  delineate  the  goundwater  recharge  areas  to  the  Town’s 
Great  Ponds  and  other  significant  fresh  water  bodies. 

B.  To  produce  estimates  of  nitrate-nitrogen  loading  parameters 
for  each  of  the  salt  water  bodies  identified. 

C.  To  incorporate  the  finding  of  A  and  B  above  into  the  Planning 
Board’s  base  of  information  from  which  future  land  use 
recommendations  will  be  developed. 

2.  Historic  Resources  Inventory 

The  combined  total  grant  funds  from  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission  and  the  Cape  Cod  Commission  for  this  purpose 
equaled  $15,000.  This  money  was  spent  at  the  direction  of  the 
Harwich  Historical  Commission  to  hire  a  consultant  to  help  the 
commission  complete  an  inventory  of  the  Town’s  historic 
resources. 

By  June,  1993,  the  completion  date  for  the  inventory,  the  Harwich 
Historical  Commission  is  expected  to  delineate  the  most 
historically  significant  areas  of  town.  These  areas  would  then  be 
examined  by  the  Planning  Board,  in  concert  with  the  Commission 
for  development  of  planning  recommendations  regarding 
preservation  and  management  of  the  Town’s  most  important 
historic  resources. 

3.  Traffic  Consultation 

A  total  of  $5,500  was  provided  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  qualified 
traffic  consultant  to  work  with  the  Planning  Board  to  develop 
recommendations  on  improvements  to  the  Town’s  transportation 
network.  Topics  addressed  by  the  consultant  included: 

-  types  of  remedies  to  flow  and  safety  problems 

-  appropriateness  of  certain  improvement  options 

-  preliminary  design  sketches  for  certain  improvements. 

4.  Economic  Consultation 

Similar  to  the  traffic  consultation,  the  Planning  Board  hired  an 
economic  consultant  to  assist  its  deliberations  relative  to  land  use 
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recommendations  aimed  at  enhancing  the  vitality  of  the  Town’s 
economy.  $5,000  was  allocated  for  this  purpose. 

In  addition  to  the  technical  work,  a  temporaryy,  part-time  clerical 
person  was  hired  on  a  contractual  basis,  through  a  temporary  agency, 
to  work  15-20  hours  per  week  solely  on  master  plan  tasks.  $9,345  was 
dedicated  for  this  purpose. 

Zoning  -  The  Planning  Department  assisted  the  Planning  Board  in 
drafting  one  zoning  article  for  May’s  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  article 
was  not  accepted  by  voters,  however. 

Administrative  Improvements  -  The  Department  developed  a 
listing  of  submission  deadlines  and  legal  advertisement  dates  for  public 
hearing  items,  including:  Accessory  Apartments,  Definitive  Plans,  and 
Site  Plans.  This  schedule  details  the  regular  Tuesday  Planning  Board 
meetings  throughout  the  year,  submission  deadline  dates  for  each  of 
those  meetings  dates,  and  the  two  dates  on  which  legal  advertisments 
would  appear  in  the  local  paper.  This  schedule  has  enhanced  the 
department’s  efficiency  in  determining  public  hearing  dates  and  notifying 
applicants,  abutters  to  development  applications,  and  the  public  well  in 
advance  of  the  those  dates. 

Development  Review  -  The  Planning  Department  assisted  the 
Planning  Board  in  processing  the  25  applications  for  development 
submitted  in  1992.  The  Department  staff  continued  to  implement  the 
development  review  process  in  an  efficient  and  timely  manner. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  department,  I  wish  to  express  the  utmost 
appreciation  to  other  town  departments,  officials,  and  citizens  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  in  the  completion  of  our  work.

Report  of  the 

Town  Counsel 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  of  activities  in  the  Legal  Department 
of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  period  January  1  to  December  31, 1992. 
At  the  close  of  the  year,  there  were  28  pending  cases  against  or  involving 
the  Town  up  from  24  cases  as  of  December  31,  1991. 
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During  the  year  the  Legal  Department  was  involved  in  many  matters 
for  the  Town  which  did  not  involve  litigation  including  acquisition  of 
private  roads  for  public  purposes  as  voted  at  the  May  Town  Meeting  and 
a  substantial  land  acquisition  as  voted  pursuant  to  Article  30  of  the  May 
1991  Town  Meeting  Warrant.  This  Article  authorized  the  acquisition  by 
Eminent  Domain  of  29  parcels  of  real  estate  of  owners  unknown.  At  the 
close  of  1991, 13  of  the  parcels  had  been  acquired  by  Eminent  Domain. 
The  balance  of  the  taking  authorized  in  this  article  was  completed  in 
1992. 

As  part  of  the  ongoing  work  in  connection  with  tax  title  land,  title 
examination  of  land  in  South  Harwich  at  the  Chatham  town  line  was 
completed  and  a  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Assessors  on  July  15, 
1992.  This  report  covers  approximately  42.49  acres  of  land. 

Additionally,  title  work  was  commenced  and  completed  on  1.87  acres 
abutting  Evergreen  Cemetery  in  East  Harwich  and  a  report  submitted  to 
the  Assessors  on  December  31,  1992. 

Total  expenditures  for  Town  Counsel  legal  services  in  Calendar  1992 
were  $81,216.77  down  from  the  1991  total  of  $88,352.92  which  was  down 
slightly  from  the  1990  total  of  $91,896.22.  The  1992  figure  is  over  10%  less 
than  costs  in  1989. 

Notwithstanding  the  decline  in  total  fees  paid  to  Town  Counsel  in 
1992,  the  amount  appropriated  under  the  budget  to  cover  legal  costs  was 
insufficient.  Sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000)  was  appropriated.  In  the 
May  1^2  Town  Meeting  Warrant,  the  budgeted  amount  for  Fiscal  1993 
was  reduced  from  $60,000  to  $50,000.  It  is  feared  that  the  budgeted 
amount  will  not  be  adequate  to  meet  expected  costs. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  our  Town  Administrator, 
Wayne  Melville,  and  all  of  the  good  people  in  the  town  family  with  whom  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  and  honor  to  work  during  the  year.  Their 
cooperation  and  support  is  greatly  appreciated.

1,001  to  2,000  spaces  -  1%  but  not  less  than  15 
2,001  to  5,000  spaces  -  .75%  of  1%  but  not  less  than  20 
More  than  5,000  spaces  -  .5%  of  1%  but  not  less  than  30 

Sign  Requirements  For  and  Location  of  Handicapped  Parking 
Spaces 

4-13-03.  Each  parking  space  designated  as  reserved  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  4-13-02  of  this  article  or  each  pair  of  such  spaces 
shall  be  identified  by  a  permanently  installed  above-grade  sign  located  at 
a  height  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  feet  and  not  more  than  eight  (8)  feet  to  the 
top  of  the  sign  with  white  lettering  against  a  blue  background  and  shall 
bear  the  words  “Handicapped  Parking,  Special  Plate  Required, 
Unauthorized  Parking  Subject  To  Fine  and  Towing  At  Owner’s 
Expense,”  and  must  also  contain  the  International  Symbol  of 
Accessibility  which  is  a  person  in  a  wheelchair.  Such  parking  spaces  shall 
be  as  near  as  possible  to  a  building  entrance  or  walkway  and  adjacent  to 
curb  ramps  or  other  unobstructed  methods  which  permit  sidewalk 
access  to  a  handicapped  person,  shall  be  twelve  feet  wide  or  have  two 
eight  (8)  foot  wide  areas  with  four  (4)  feet  of  cross  hatch  between  them 
and  contain  the  International  Symbol  of  Accessibility  on  their  surface. 
However,  on  unpaved  lots,  parking  spaces  shall  be  designated  only  by 
the  sign  as  defined  in  this  Section.  Where  the  designated  parking  space 
cannot  be  located  within  two  hundred  (200)  feet  of  an  entrance 
accessible  to  the  physically  handicapped,  a  dropoff  area,  accessible  to 
the  physically  handicapped,  shall  be  provided  within  one  hundred  (100) 
feet  of  such  entrance. 
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Applicability 

4-13-04.  This  bylaw  shall  apply  to  any  existing  or  future  parking  area  to 
which  the  public  has  a  right  to  access  as  invitees  or  licensees  and  which 
contains  more  than  fifteen  (15)  parking  spaces.

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EXPLANATION 


This  amendment  will  replace  subparagraph  17  of  the  Table  of  Use 
Regulations  which  allows  commercial  recreation/amusement  facilities 
by  special  permit  in  the  commercial  zones  and  the  Water  Resource 
Protection  District.  It  proposes  three  (3)  new  subparagraphs  stating 
which  commercial  recreation  amusement  facilities  or  services  are 
specifically  prohibited  in  all  zones  and  which  uses  may  be  allowed  by 
special  permit  in  the  commercial  zones  and  Water  Resource  Protection 
District. 

This  amendment  will  also  amend  the  Definitions  section  of  the  By-Law 
by  adding  the  terms  “survival  game  facility”,  “video  and/or  other  game 
facility”,  and  “water  park”  as  reference  for  the  amended  Use  Regulations 
Table.  All  other  uses  listed  in  the  amendment  are  clear  enough  as  to  their 
meaning. 

The  Planning  Board  believes  these  changes  to  the  By-Law  are 
appropriate  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  existing  regulations  concerning  commerical  recreation  facilities 
are  somewhat  unclear  as  to  what  exactly  falls  into  that  category.  The 
proposed  amendment  will  clarify  which  uses  the  Town  would  not  want 
and  those  which  may  be  allowed  on  special  permit. 

2.  After  a  recent  site  plan  submission  for  a  proposed  miniature  golf 

course  in  East  Harwich,  it  became  apparent  to  the  Planning  Board  that 
such  a  facility  and  other,  similar  commercial  recreation  facilities  would 
not  be  in  keeping  with  the  character  of  Harwich.  After  numerous  public

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HUMAN  SERVICES 


Report  of  the 

Council  on  Aging 


The  Council  on  Aging  enjoyed  another  busy  and  productive  year  with 
a  variety  of  services,  activities  and  programs  to  meet  the  needs  and 
challenges  of  a  rising  elderly  population.  We  continued  to  provide 
multiple  services  in  close  quarters  at  Albro  House  with  much 
cooperation  between  our  staff  and  volunteers. 

The  Council  is  governed  by  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  and  meets  monthly  on  the  first  Wednesday  at  9:00  a.m. 
Meetings  are  held  at  Town  Hall  and  the  public  is  always  welcome  to 
attend.  Residents  (of  all  ages)  interested  in  serving  on  the  COA  board 
may  fill  out  a  Citizens  Activity  form,  as  vacancies  do  occur.  Forms  are 
available  at  Town  Hall  and  Albro  House.  In  addition  to  the  seven 
members,  we  have  representation  from  the  FOAH  board  of  directors  as 
well  as  an  elected  representative  who  serves  as  liaison  between  the  COA 
and  Elder  Services  of  Cape  Cod  and  the  Islands. 

We  added  a  new  member  to  our  staff,  Frances  Reuell,  who  is  a  Senior 
Aide  from  Elder  Services  and  available  to  us  twenty  (20)  hours  a  week. 
She  assists  with  various  clerical  and  receptionist  duties  as  needed  to 
supplement  the  part-time  schedules  of  other  staff  members. 

Throughout  the  year  we  sponsored  a  number  of  seminars  on  issues  of 
particular  interest  to  seniors  namely.  Estate  and  Retirement  Planning, 
The  Health  Care  Proxy,  Financial  Planning,  Long  Term  Care,  Memory 
Loss  and  other  health  and  legal  concerns.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the 
many  professional  speakers  who  share  their  expertise  with  our  seniors 
at  no  cost. 

New  programs  for  1992  include: 

1)  A  volunteer  program  with  the  Harwich  Elementary  School  from 
February  through  June  with  8  volunteers  providing  490  hours  of 
service  to  students/teachers. 

2)  A  senior  placement  service  to  supplement  the  income  of  those 
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seniors  on  a  fixed  income.  The  program  was  coordinated  by  a 
volunteer  who  personally  interviewed  each  applicant, 
documenting  their  skills  and  availability  for  work.  27  applicants 
were  interviewed  with  over  137  requests  for  services  (carpentry, 
yardwork,  masonry,  painting,  etc.) 

3)  A  new  group  was  organized  for  seniors  who  are  alone  (for  any 
reason).  Meeting  monthly  for  luncheon  and  a  program,  this  group 
enjoys  good  fellowship  and  is  now  called  the  Harwich  OWLS 
(Older,  Wiser,  Loving,  Seniors). 

On  May  26, 1992,  our  nominee,  Mabel  Canto  was  honored  as  Harwich 
Senior  Citizen  of  the  Year  at  a  breakfast  meeting  hosted  by  Elder 
Services.  Mabel’s  volunteer  involvement  in  the  community  spans  all 
generations  and  is  done  with  a  sense  of  humor,  a  willing  heart  and  a 
desire  to  enhance  another’s  life.  Congratulations,  Mabel! 

Our  Outreach  Program  continues  to  thrive  with  an  increasing  number 
of  requests  for  Medical  transportation  and  assistance  at  home  with 
meals,  errands  and  shopping.  Penny  Bustard,  Coordinator,  makes 
home  visits  to  frail  elders  and  provides  information  and  referrals  as 
needed.  She  works  very  closely  with  other  human  service  agencies  to 
provide  the  best  available  care  to  each  individual.  It  is  her  goal  to 
enlighten  seniors  as  to  available  resources  and  enable  them  to  remain  in 
their  own  homes  as  long  as  possible. 

The  CO  A  works  very  closely  with  the  Friends  of  Albro  House  and  is 
grateful  for  their  support  as  volunteers  and  meeting  needs  not  included 
in  our  budget  with  the  Town.  This  year  the  FOAH  made  provision  for  a 
Sunshine  Fund,  a  Discretionary  Fund,  cost  of  painting  and  decorating 
the  kitchen,  and  a  generous  donation  which  allowed  us  to  supplement 
the  Government  Food  Distribution  Program  with  gifts  and  food  (from 
the  SHARE  Program)  for  Christmas.  Funds  are  made  available  to  the 
FOAH  through  dues  collection,  donations  and  various  activities 
(Jamboree,  Cabaret,  Christmas  Fair).  The  greatest  fund  raiser  was  the 
fall  production  of  “Hello  Yesterday”  which  produced  $25,000.00  for  the 
Building  Fund.

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Report  of  the 

Housing  Authority 


Your  Housing  Authority  has  faced  the  challenge  of  low-income  rental 
needs  by  obtaining  access  to  as  many  programs  as  can  be  handled  within 
the  limits  of  personnel  and  available  funding. 

In  addition  to  the  twelve  (12)  family  units,  a  home  for  eight  (8)  mentally 
ill  adults  and  forty-four  (44)  State-funded  voucher  supported  rental  units, 
your  Authority  has  begun  the  process  of  accepting  management 
responsibility  for  the  Federal-funded  Section  8  rental  housing  certificate 
program.  We  are  hopeful  that  with  the  eligibility  for  Federal  funds,  a  way 
can  be  found  to  develop  rental  housing  on  the  parcel  of  land  granted  to 
the  Authority  at  the  1992  Town  Meeting. 

This  growth  is  necessitated  by  an  existing  waiting  list  that  has  over  fifty 
(50)  families  waiting  for  rental  housing.  Other  supporting  actions  has 
included  hiring  Carolyn  A.  Reed  as  our  Executive  Director.  Ms.  Reed 
has  come  to  us  with  many  years  of  experience  in  management  roles  at 
the  Fall  River  and  Barnstable  Housing  Authorities.  Her  background  and 
training  are  needed  to  help  establish  our  new  identity  as  we  end  the  joint 
status  with  Brewster.  We  are  actively  looking  for  space  within  Harwich 
to  complete  the  process  of  separation.  When  we  find  our  Harwich 
address  we  will  leave  our  shared  quarters  in  Brewster  and  our  first 
Executive  Director,  Robert  Lindquist,  who  continues  to  serve 
Brewster’s  housing  needs. 

We  feel  that  Harwich  wants  its  Authority  located  within  its  borders  as 
it  serves  Harwich,  and  manages  the  $4  million  worth  of  properties  and 
programs  in  Harwich,  providing  over  a  dozen  full  and  part-time  jobs  and 
making  a  voluntary  payment  of  $2,223.00  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  defray  the 
cost  of  town  provided  services. 

Your  Housing  Authority  looks  forward  to  1993,  grateful  for  the 
generosity  of  Harwich  citizens  and  hopeful  that  the  spirit  of  cooperation 
among  all  the  public,  private  and  religious  entities  to  find  realistic 
solutions  to  housing  needs  will  continue.

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Report  of  the 

Board  of  Health 


In  1992  the  Board  of  Health  met  at  least  twice  monthly  to  conduct 
Board  business  including  reviews  of  septic  systems  involved  in  real 
estate  transfers.  Frequently  the  Board  reviewed  situations  where  the 
laws  and  regulations  could  not  be  met  and  granted  variances  which  often 
needed  further  approval  from  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection.  Meetings  included  the  Health  Director’s  report  of  biweekly 
activity,  review  and  approval  of  licenses  and  permits,  progress  reports 
from  subcommittees  and  from  representatives  of  firms  holding  contracts 
with  the  Town.  Additionally,  the  Board  has  met  frequently  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection.  Members  of  the  Board  have  attended  numerous  workshops 
relevant  to  Board  concern. 

The  year  saw  the  successful  conclusion  of  the  solar  aquatics  project 
with  the  acceptance  by  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  of  this  process  as  an  approved  method  of  treatment  for 
septage.  The  septage  lagoons  were  closed  and  the  remaining 
supernatent  treated  at  the  solar  aquatics  plant.  Harwich  septage  is  now 
treated  at  the  Yarmouth  plant.  Several  meetings  were  devoted  to  the 
development  of  the  Request  for  Proposals  for  a  possible  permanent 
septage  treatment  plant.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Counsel  and 
consultants,  DeFeo,  Waite  and  Pare',  contributed  much  to  this  effort. 
We  await  responses  in  mid- January.  The  Town  will  have  important 
decisions  to  make  about  the  future  of  septage  management  and 
treatment  within  the  requirements  of  the  famous  consent  order. 

The  final  report  was  received  on  the  hydrogeological  study  of  the 
landfill  area.  This  study  was  necessary  to  obtain  a  discharge  permit  from 
the  State  for  septage  treatment  effluent.  Fortunately,  the  results  of  this 
study  can  also  be  used  in  the  landfill  closure  project,  the  largest  project 
ahead  of  us. 

The  Flax  Pond  remediation  project  has  shown  continued  good  results 
in  treating  contaminated  sediments.  This  has  been  accelerated  with  a 
special  lake-restorer  raft  funded  by  the  World  Wildlife  Fund. 

The  Board  has  held  public  hearings  on  fee  setting  for  the  landfill,  for 
septage  haulers  and  on  development  of  a  non-smoking  regulation  for 
restaurants.  There  is  a  subcommittee  working  to  refine  the  latter  as  well 
as  sub-committees  on  marine  water  quality  and  on  recycling. 
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A  procedure  has  been  developed  to  waive  disposal  area  fees  for  a 
“good  Samaritan”  cleanup  of  illegally  dumped  material. 

In  addition  to  sponsoring  various  workshops  such  as  choke-saver, 
safe  food  handling,  breathing  and  women’s  health  issues,  the  Board  is 
planning  education  programs  pertaining  to  AIDS,  radon,  and  rabies.  The 
business  of  the  Board  is  mentioned  in  greater  detail  in  the  Health 
Director’s  report. 

The  Board  feels  fortunate  to  have  the  exceptionally  qualified 
personnel  that  carries  out  the  responsibilities  of  the  Health  Department 
and  congratulates  our  Health  Director  on  her  being  awarded  the  Doctor 
Joseph  S.  Goldfarb  Award  from  the  Massachusetts  Environmental 
Health  Association,  their  highest  award.

These  resulted  in  the  collection  of  $19,711.  In  addition,  329  permits 
were  issued  for  the  installation  and/or  repair  of  septic  systems,  for 
receipts  totalling  $17,420.  A  total  of  592  percolation  tests  and  deep  hole 
observation  pits  were  performed  on  324  lots  with  fees  collected  of 
$6,025.  Total  department  receipts  for  1992  in  all  categories  was  $43,156, 
an  increase  of  6.5%  over  1991.

For  comparison  purposes,  1991  figures  are  included.  One  can  easily 
note  the  vast  increase  in  demand  for  services  in  most  categories.  The 
demand  for  services  has  steadily  outpaced  the  ability  of  staff  to  keep  up 
with  the  workload  often  leading  to  serious  backlogs.  Most  recently,  the 
Director  requested  a  restructuring  of  the  salary  account  in  order  to 
schedule  the  Health  Inspector  more  days  to  address  a  2  month  backlog 
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of  inspection  requests.  Slow  economic  times  have  not  deterred  the 
demand  for  services  within  the  Department  and  this  must  be  addressed 
on  the  executive  level. 

Special  projects  and  surveys  initiated  this  year  include: 

—  Several  large  scale  programs  were  implemented  by  the  Board  of 
Health  requiring  extensive  review  and  involvement  by  the  Health 
Director.  These  include  -  Phase  III  of  the  Flax  Pond  Restoration 
Project  contracted  to  the  Center  for  the  Protection  and 
Restoration  of  Waters/Ocean  Arks  International;  Hydrogeological 
Investigation  and  Groundwater  Discharge  Permit  Application 
contracted  to  Horsley,  Witten  and  Hegemann;  and  consulting 
services  to  conduct  an  evaluation  of  the  solar  aquatics  facility 
contracted  to  DeFeo,  Wait  and  Pare'.  The  Health  Director  serves 
as  coordinator  and  liaison  to  the  Board  for  these  projects. 

—  The  Health  Director  and  Town  Engineer  collaborated  on  the 
design  of  a  new  sewage  disposal  system  for  the  Water  Department 
Building,  thus  saving  the  Town  outside  designer  fees. 

—  A  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  was  held  on 
October  17.  Due  to  the  heavy  turn-out  at  previous  collections  pre¬ 
registration  was  required  with  confirmed  time  slots.  This  resulted 
in  a  very  orderly  program  without  the  need  to  turn  people  away. 
Volunteers  assisting  the  Health  Director  on  site  were  Anne  Welch, 
Marguerite  Marion,  and  Jim  Noonan. 

—  The  Solar  Aquatics  Septage  Treatment  Facility  continued  to  be  a 
predominant  project  for  the  Department.  Numerous  technical 
meetings  were  held  on  site  and  in  Boston  to  discuss  the  ongoing 
progress  and  compliance  with  the  Administrative  Consent  Order. 
The  project  has  attained  the  necessary  platform  of  recognition 
from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for  them  to 
accept  the  results  as  a  probable  full-scale  facility.  The  Town  is 
awaiting  replies  to  its  request  for  proposals  for  firms  to  design  and 
construct  a  full-scale  facility. 

—  The  Health  Director  has  been  working  closely  with  the  Animal 
Control  Officer  on  the  issue  of  the  rabies  outbreak.  They  have 
attended  several  technical  seminars  and  are  formulating  a  rabies 
control  plan  for  the  Town.  Education  has  begun  with  the 
distribution  of  pamphlets  to  veterinary  offices,  kennels  and  feed 
stores.  Changes  in  State  law  will  require  the  vaccination  of  all  cats, 
effective  February  1993. 

—  1992  has  been  a  transition  year  for  the  duties  of  the  Town  Nurses. 
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A  major  restructuring  of  the  Department  occurred  in  July  upon  the 
retirement  of  Mary  Scannell.  All  nursing  programs  are  now  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Health  Director.  The  Town  has 
contracted  with  the  Cape  Cod  Visiting  Nurse  Association  for  most 
routine  and  special  care  services.  This  has  resulted  in  a  significant 
cost  savings  to  the  Town  as  in  most  cases  the  VNA  utilizes  third 
party  payment.  Drawing  upon  the  vast  resources  of  the  VNA  has 
allowed  the  Department  to  formulate  and  conduct  a  number  of 
health  promotion/disease  prevention  clinics  and  workshops  in 
such  areas  as  women’s  health  issues;  breathing  workshops, 
mammography  screening  and  monthly  child  immunization  clinics. 
Planned  for  1993  are  Lyme  disease;  cholesterol/glucose  and 
hypertension  screening,  parenting  skills  and  AIDS  education  to 
name  a  few. 

Maureen  Starkweather  was  named  Town  Nurse  in  July  and  continues 
as  part-time  nurse.  This  program  ensures  that  no  Harwich  resident  is 
denied  nursing  services  due  to  inability  to  pay.  Nearly  all  patients  now 
seen  have  been  referred  by  the  VNA.  Caseload  for  the  Town  Nurse  from 
July  -  December  31  included:

The  Town  Nurse  continues  to  maintain  the  Wednesday  morning  walk- 
in  clinics. 

The  Town  received  1600  doses  of  flu  vaccine  this  year  for  2  clinics  held 
in  November,  an  increase  of  300  doses  over  1991.  Clinics  were  staffed  by 
VNA  nurses  this  year.  Due  to  the  growing  popularity  of  this  program,  it 
was  decided  to  require  a  pre-registration  with  specific  time  slots  in  order 
to  alleviate  the  first-come,  first  served  frenzy  which  has  occurred  in 
recent  years.  While  this  required  a  tremendous  amount  of  preplanning 
effort  on  behalf  of  the  department  staff,  it  resulted  in  much  more  orderly 
clinics  with  very  short  waiting  times.  The  major  criticism  was  that  only 
one  phone  line  was  available  during  the  two  week  pre-registration  period 
which  resulted  in  a  very  frustrated  dialing  public  who  all  attempted  to  call 
in  on  the  first  three  days.  We  shall  continue  to  work  to  improve  this 
system.  Many  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  following  volunteers  who 
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assisted  during  pre-registration  and  the  clinics:  Ralph  and  Eleanor 
Haywood,  John  Sauvage,  Eileen  Flood,  Louise  Dickinson,  Ann 
Downing,  Lois  Stearns,  Barbara  Zottarelli,  Elayne  Stockwell,  Ann 
Guillbault  and  Ed  Francis. 

The  Health  Director  wishes  to  acknowledge  our  long  term  office 
volunteers  Larry  Alexander  and  A1  DeCollibus.  Their  countless  hours  of 
effort  and  support  are  a  significant  cost  savings  to  the  Town. 

The  department  continues  to  utilize  the  services  of  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  and  Environmental  Department  whose  technical 
expertise,  supplemental  inspection  services  and  extensive  laboratory 
analyses  contribute  a  significant  cost  savings. 

Best  wishes  to  Town  Nurse  Mary  Scannell  who  retired  in  July  after  25 
years  of  service  with  the  Town.

The  Commission  received  4  requests  for  approval  of  exterior  work  in 
the  District  in  1992.  All  4  were  approved.

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Report  of  the 

Historic  Commission 


The  Harwich  Historic  Commission  has  had  a  very  successful  effort  in 
1992.  This  has  been  accomplished  primarily  due  to  a  new  energized 
membership  and  a  rededicated  commitment  to  fully  exercise  the  charge 
of  the  Town  in  historic  preservation,  public  awareness,  and  the  technical 
development  of  a  detailed  inventory.  Monthly  meetings  have  reached  a 
quorum  in  all  but  one  meeting  since  February,  1992,  and  the  Planning 
Department  Staff  has  provided  significant  support  in  key  activities.  A 
brief  overview  of  the  main  events  area: 

1.  Resubmitted  Historic  Survey  grant  request  and  was  successful 
in  being  awarded  50%  funding  from  MHC.  Local  match  from 
Cape  Cod  Commission  planning  funds  (through  Planning 
Board)  and  supported  by  Town  Meeting  approval  of  funding 
authority.  May  1992. 

2.  Organized  volunteer  effort  to  photograph  all  structures  that 
were  built  1900  or  earlier.  Major  contribution  of  Ed  Lilly  both  in 
photographing  a  large  share  and  in  developing  the  film  and 
prints  for  all  structures.  Over  800  photos  done. 

.  3.  Conducted  interview  process/selection  of  an  architectural 
preservation  -  historian  to  conduct  inventory  survey  of  all 
structures  prior  to  1945.  Approved  a  contract  with  Deidre 
Brotherson  in  September,  and  received  Phase  1  of  a  5  phase 
study  in  December,  1992,  work  critical  to  implementing  a  long 
range,  town  wide  preservation  and  awareness  program. 

4.  Successfully  implemented  first  case  under  Demolition  Delay 
Bylaw  and  provided  mechanism  to  move  historic  house  rather 
than  demolish  it.  Second  major  case  concerning  the  Melrose  Inn 
received  in  December,  1992,  and  a  delay  was  negotiated  to  allow 
review  of  alternative  options  until  May,  1993. 

The  Commission  is  looking  forward  to  1993,  but  the  work  initiated  in 
1992  has  been  essential  to  revitalizing  the  mission  of  this  agency,  and  we 
appreciate  the  solid  support  received  from  Harwich  residents,  voters, 
volunteers.

Librarian,  Brooks  Free  Library 


Brooks  Free  Library  has  had  a  busy  year.  Circulation  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30, 1992  was  78,487  —  66,754  in  the  adult  department 
and  11,733  in  the  children’s  department.  Library  visits  numbered  64,079, 
an  average  of  215  persons  per  day.  The  Cape  Libraries  Automated 
Materials  Sharing  (CLAMS)  network,  of  which  Brooks  Free  Library  is  a 
charter  member,  continues  to  grow,  now  numbering  23  libraries.  Inter- 
library  loans  have  increased  almost  four-fold  as  borrowers  are  more  and 
more  likely  to  find  wanted  materials  in  CLAMS  libraries.  Almost  all  of 
Brooks  library  circulating  items  have  now  been  entered  into  the  CLAMS 
database.  I  wish  to  thank  a  fine  staff  and  volunteer  crew  who  worked 
hard  in  1992  to  provide  good  library  service  to  our  patrons.  Thanks  also 
to  all  of  our  many  users  who  make  the  library  a  vibrant,  exciting  place  to 
work. 

Special  thanks  to  Beth  Jarus  for  volunteering  her  time  this  summer  to 
provide  weekly  story  hours  for  children,  and  to  Dr.  Neil  Cronin  for  his 
volunteer  lecture  series  on  the  English  language,  which  attracted  50 
interested  adults  on  each  of  three  Saturday  afternoons.  Thanks  to  the 
Friends  of  Brooks  Free  Library  for  sponsoring  programs  such  as  these, 
donating  to  the  collection,  and  supporting  the  libary  in  countless  other 
ways. 

Thanks  to  a  dedicated,  hard-working  Board  of  Library  Trustees  who, 
having  completed  a  small  libraries  planning  process  in  1991,  and  having 
hired  Library  Consultant,  Douglas  Pearce,  to  survey  the  community  and 
develop  a  needs  assessment  report  for  the  library,  followed  through  in 
1992  with  a  more  formal  and  thorough  planning  process  to  determine 
ways  to  improve  library  service  in  the  next  5  years  and  beyond,  resulting 
in  the  writing  of  a  Strategic  Plan  for  the  Books  Free  Library,  and  a 
Library  Building  Program  Statement. 

The  theme  of  Brooks  Free  Library’s  Strategic  Plan  is  accessibility. 
Trustees  and  staff  have  set  goals  which  will  help  make  all  library 
materials  and  information  accessible  to  all  citizens  of  Harwich.  A 
significant  portion  of  our  population  is  denied  access  to  library  materials 
because  the  library  facility  is  not  completely  accessible.  Brooks  Free 
Library  is  in  violation  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act.  The  Library 
Board  of  Trustees  no  longer  holds  meetings  at  the  library.  Meetings  and 
programs  of  the  Friends  of  Brooks  Free  Library  and  other  community 
groups  are  no  longer  scheduled  for  the  Doane  Room.  These  groups  are

eager  to  have  meeting  space  once  again  at  the  library.  Drivers  are 
frequently  denied  access  to  the  library  because  of  inadequate  parking 
space.  Improved  parking,  including  spaces  for  disabled  drivers,  and 
better  stairs  and  an  elevator  from  the  parking  lot  level  to  the  first  and 
second  floors  of  the  library  are  necessary. 

While  many  libraries  in  the  Commonwealth  have  produced  strategic, 
or  long-range,  plans  this  year  in  order  to  qualify  for  collection 
development  grant  money,  the  bottom  line  of  Brooks  Free  Library’s 
Strategic  Plan  is  that  there  is  no  room  for  collection  expansion.  In  spite  of 
having  withdrawn  more  than  10,000  volumes  from  the  collection  in  the 
last  three  years,  the  present  38,000  volumes  is  still  too  large  a  collection 
for  our  shelves.  There  is  no  room  to  add  videos,  audio  tapes,  large  print 
titles,  reference  books,  non-fiction,  or  fiction,  unless  at  least  one  item  is 
removed  for  each  item  added.  There  is  no  space  for  new  collections  such 
as  popular  paperbacks  or  music  on  compact  discs.  The  library  continues 
to  add  about  1500  items  a  year,  but  must  continue  to  remove  2000  yearly 
until  the  collection  reaches  about  36,000.  Even  that  number  of  volumes 
will  not  fit  properly  on  present  shelfing.  Furthermore,  although  36,000 
volumes  may  have  been  adequate  for  Harwich’s  population  a  few  years 
ago,  that  number  falls  lower  and  lower  below  the  minimum  standard 
number  of  volumes  for  a  town  Harwich’s  size  as  population  continues  to 
grow. 

Brooks  Free  Library’s  present  7000  square  feet  of  space  is  4000  square 
feet  short  of  what  is  standard  for  collections,  user  seats,  staff  work 
space,  and  meeting  space  now  offered  by  the  library.  The  Building 
Program  calls  for  an  additional  9000  square  feet  of  space  to  meet  library 
needs  for  the  next  20  years. 

In  1972,  when  the  library  was  last  renovated  and  expanded, 
townspeople  recognized  then  what  we  know  now  -  that  Brooks  Free 
Library  is  situated  ideally  in  the  center  of  Harwich’s  seven  villages, 
across  from  the  Town  Hall,  near  the  schools,  well  above  the  flood  plain, 
with  a  southern  exposure.  Harwich  people  loved  the  historic  building 
which  had  housed  the  Brooks  Library  for  100  years.  Land  was 
purchased  east  and  south  of  the  Brooks  block  for  future  expansion  and 
parking,  bringing  the  total  parcel  to  31,600  square  feet. 

Now  we  are  planning  to  follow  through  on  that  earlier  vision  by 
designing  and  bringing  about  a  completely  accessible  library  -  large 
enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  population  now  and  for  the  next  20 
years,  flexible  enough  to  accommodate  rapid  changes  in  information  and 
other  technologies,  of  materials  which  are  both  durable  and  attractive, 
designed  for  energy  efficiency,  a  library  building  which  retains  the 
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historic  character  of  the  building  which  has  always  been  the  Brooks  Free 
Library,  and  has  alway  found  favor  with  the  people  of  Harwich.

Report  of  the 

Brooks  Free  Library 
Board  of  Trustees 


The  Board  of  Trustees  meet  regularly  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  p.m.,  in  small  Meeting  Room  B  at  the  Town  Hall. 

In  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  focused  its  attention  and 
energy  on  developing  a  strategic  long  range  plan  for  Brooks  Free 
Library.  In  January  the  Board  reviewed  the  Needs  Assessment 
document  prepared  by  library  consultant,  Douglas  Pearce.  This 
document  identified  accessibility  and  increased  space,  for  both  the 
collection  and  staff,  as  key  library  needs. 

Using  this  assessment  as  a  base,  the  Trustees  began  an  exhaustive 
process  which  culminated  in  the  Strategic  Plan,  a  document  which  Mary 
E.  Ferris,  Library  Director,  prepared  with  the  assistance  and  support  of 
the  Trustees,  and  which  the  Trustees  reviewed  and  approved.  This  plan 
was  presented  to  Selectmen  at  their  meeting  on  October  27.  The 
Building  Program  statement  developed  as  a  result  of  the  plan  was 
presented  in  a  public  forum  on  November  16,  1992.  The  Trustees  will 
schedule  further  forums  for  public  discussion  as  the  planning  process 
continues. 

The  Trustees  have  appointed  a  Designer  Selection  Committee  and 
have  advertised  for  and  received  applications  for  preparing  schematic 
drawings.  The  Designer  Selection  Committee  will  review  these 
applications  and  recommend  an  architect  to  prepare  schematic 
drawings  to  the  Trustees. 

The  process  which  resulted  in  the  Strategic  Plan  and  the  Building 
Program  statement  was  thoughtful  and  thorough.  The  Trustees 
reviewed  and  reflected  on  the  mission  of  Brooks  Free  Library  and  the 
library’s  strengths  and  needs.  They  studied  an  in-depth  profile  of  the 
community  prepared  by  the  Library  Director.  They  read  extensively 
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about  library  design,  visited  new  and  renovated  libraries,  met  with  town 
officials  and  citizen  groups,  and  considered  many  preliminary  reports. 
The  Trustees  appointed  a  subcommittee  consisting  of  two  of  its 
members,  Joann  Green  and  Lee  Baldwin,  to  meet  more  frequently  with 
Library  Director,  Mary  Ferris,  for  the  purpose  of  planning,  and  to  report 
regularly  to  the  full  board. 

The  Harwich  Disabilities  Rights  Committee  proved  the  Trustees  with 
valuable  information  and  insights. 

In  addition  to  strategic  planning  the  Trustees  worked  to  maintain  the 
historic  library  building.  The  east  side  was  painted,  asbestos  was 
removed,  and  several  smaller  projects  were  completed. 

The  library  continues  to  participate  in  the  CLAMS  network  and  to 
train  its  staff,  volunteers  and  patrons  to  use  CLAMS  effectively. 
Professional  development  for  staff  members  continues  to  be  a  priority. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  thank  Brooks  Free  Library  staff  and  volunteers 
for  the  excellence  of  their  service.  In  particular,  we  thank  Mary  Ferris  for 
her  commitment  to  the  library  and  the  community,  her  clear  vision,  and 
the  leadership  she  has  provided  throughout  the  development  of  a 
strategic  plan  for  Brooks  Free  Library.

1992  began  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  completing  the  second  phase 
of  their  selection  process  for  the  position  of  Chief  of  Police.  I  want  to 
thank  the  overwhelming  number  of  Harwich  citizens  who  aided  and 
supported  my  candidacy  for  this  position,  with  their  letters  and  personal 
expressions  thoughout  this  transition  period.  I  will  continue  to  live  up  to 
the  expectations  of  the  citizens  of  this  community  and  provide  them  with 
professional  and  quality  police  services  during  my  tenure.  Further,  I 
would  extend  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  my  sincere  appreciation  for 
having  confidence  in  my  ability  to  appoint  me  to  the  position  of  Chief  of 
Police. 

During  the  period  of  January  through  November  a  promotional 
process  evolved  for  the  positions  of  Captain,  Detective  Lieutenant  and 
Sergeant.  Promotions  to  those  positions  have  been  made  and  personnel 
are  now  serving  in  their  designated  capacities.  Revisions  and  updating  of 
job  descriptions  have  coincided  with  these  new  promotions. 

In  January  of  1993,  an  examination  for  the  position  of  patrolman  will  be 
given  to  qualified  individuals.  This  will  be  to  establish  an  eligibility  list  for 
an  open  position  that  presently  exists  and  for  other  positions  that  may 
become  available  in  the  near  future.  Once  the  examination  and  selection 
process  is  completed,  I  will  be  looking  forward  to  submitting  the  name  of 
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a  qualified  candidate  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  or  about  March  15th 
for  appointment. 

The  Police  Department  has  completed  its  first  full  calendar  year  with 
our  multi-municipal  Federal  and  State  Drug  Impact  Grant  to  combat 
drug  distribution  in  our  community.  Numerous  and  significant 
prosecutorial  cases  have  been  created  by  both  municipalities  and  have 
been  successful  in  terms  of  seizures  of  drugs  and  illicit  money  that  fund 
this  illegal  activity.  In  comparison  to  1991,  our  1992  drug  distribution 
cases  increased  by  100  percent.  In  addition,  this  grant  has  allowed  for  the 
purchase  and  acquisition  of  sophisticated  electronic  surveillance 
equipment  that  could  not  have  been  afforded  financially  by  the  Town 
during  the  past  two  years  of  fiscal  restraint. 

During  the  months  of  May  through  September  and  with  the  assistance 
of  my  administrative  staff,  sergeants  and  officers,  I  was  able  to  present  a 
new  Section  1  of  the  Police  Department  Manual  (Rules  and  Regulations). 
There  are  over  fifty  (50)  amendments,  changes  and/or  updates  that  were 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  approval  under  Massachusetts 
State  Law.  After  a  thorough  review  of  these  updated  rules  and 
regulations,  the  Board  approved  them  in  their  entirety.  In  addition, 
several  amendments,  changes  and  updates  were  made  to  policies  and 
procedures  to  accommodate  various  statutory  requirements. 

In  June,  a  major  change  was  made  to  our  dispatch  and 
communications  center.  Whereby,  we  were  able  to  acquire  a  new  and 
more  independent  radio  frequency  from  the  Barnstable  County  Sheriff’s 
Office.  This  provided  us  with  a  greater  ability  to  distinguish  calls  between 
the  police  station  and  cruisers  without  the  common  multi-municipal  use 
and  atmospheric  interference  that  we  have  experienced  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  new  electronics  incorporated  into  the  system  allows  for 
clearer  definition  and  is  marvelous  enhancement.  The  entire  installation 
now  provides  for  a  greater  level  of  officer  safety  and  still  allows  for 
communication  with  our  neighboring  towns.  This  improvement  has 
been  cost  effective  and  will  provide  us  with  quality  communications  for 
several  years  to  come. 

In  September,  during  the  annual  Cranberry  Festival,  we  experienced 
a  professional,  safe  and  well  organized  event.  This  was  attributed  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Cranberry  Festival  “Public  Safety  Committee”  and  our 
police  coordinators.  The  successful  1992  festival  was  the  culmination  of 
much  planning,  experience  and  refinement  which  brought  about  not 
only  a  safe  and  sound  week  long  affair  for  all  of  the  thousands  of  people 
attending,  but,  one  that  both  the  Festival  Committee  and  the  Town  can 
be  proud  of.  In  1993,  our  coordinators  will  be  working  closely  with  the 
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sooth  Anniversary  Committee  to  assist  with  the  efforts  that  this 
Committee  is  striving  for. 

In  October,  one  of  our  three  (3)  Highway  Safety  Officers  (Frank  M. 
Eldredge)  was  honored  by  being  selected  by  the  Governor’s  Highway 
Safety  Committee  to  serve  as  a  representative  from  both  the  Harwich 
Police  Department  and  the  Committee  as  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  regional  coordinator  for  seat  belt  safety.  This  designation 
will  be  in  addition  to  regular  and  usual  assignments.  However,  this 
position  will  allow  Officer  Eldredge  to  assist  many  municipalities  to  gain 
awareness  and  training  in  the  use  of  seat  belts  by  municipal  employees. 
The  goal  of  this  project  is  to  reduce  the  overall  injuries  related  to  traffic 
accidents  involving  municipal  personnel  who  fail  to  wear  seat  belts. 

During  1992,  we  were  able  to  make  some  physical  changes  within  the 
station.  Specifically,  two  offices  were  constructed  and  incorporated  into 
the  existing  squadroom  on  the  first  floor  level.  They  are  now  assigned 
and  will  serve  as  an  office  for  our  Youth  Services  Officer  and  for  all  three 
of  our  Highway  Safety  Officers.  In  addition,  we  upgraded  our  heating 
plant  to  allow  for  higher  fuel  efficiency  than  had  been  experienced.  To 
provide  for  compliance  with  our  insurance  carriers  requirements  and 
suggestions,  as  well  as  to  lower  our  risk  of  overall  liability,  we  made 
numerous  improvements  in  our  three  (3)  detention  cells.  These  changes 
have  brought  about  a  diminishment  of  risk,  for  personal  injury  to 
prisoners  that  are  in  custody. 

We  found  that  in  1992,  the  investigative  techniques,  accident 
reconstruction  experience,  training  and  talents  of  our  three  (3)  Highway 
Safety  Officers  were  called  upon  by  Boards,  Committees  and 
Departments.  This  cooperative  assistance  provided  them  with 
information,  data,  diagrams,  plans  and  recommendations  for 
improvements  to  the  highways,  roadways  and  intersections  within  our 
Town.  Much  of  their  work  has  been  accepted,  approved,  and 
appreciated  by  the  agencies  that  they  have  submitted  material  to.  I 
certainly  acknowledge  and  appreciate  their  effort,  ability,  quality  of  work 
and  professionalism  in  the  material  that  has  been  produced  throughout 
this  year.  Much  of  which  will  be  incorporated  in  many  projects  in  1993. 
I’m  particularly  impressed  and  pleased  with  a  thirty-three  (33)  point 
safety  vehicle  inspection  form  that  was  produced  by  these  officers.  If 
approved  by  the  Town  Administrator  and  with  support  of  the 
department  heads,  this  safety  inspection  form  will  be  used  to  inspect  all 
town-owned  vehicles  for  completeness  of  safety  factors.  This  semi¬ 
annual  safety  inspection  will  be  in  addition  to  the  annual  inspection 
required  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
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Our  Highway  Safety  Officers  did  a  great  deal  of  work  with  accident 
investigations  during  1992.  In  particular,  there  was  a  dramatic  increase  of 
over  100  percent  in  reported  minor  motor  vehicle  accidents  within  the 
Town  during  this  period. 

In  1992,  our  statistics  indicated  that  arrests  for  “operating  under  the 
influence  of  alcohol”  were  down  by  approximately  fifteen  (15)  percent. 
This  phenomena  is  apparently  being  experienced  nationwide.  Whereby, 
the  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  reports  that  alcohol- 
related  fatalities  have  decreased  by  12  percent.  In  addition,  the  highway 
death  toll  for  1992  was  the  lowest  in  thirty  (30)  years.  It  appears  that  at 
least  a  combination  of  two  (2)  factors  contributed  to  this  remarkable 
decrease: 

(1)  Higher  levels  of  visible  law  enforcement  from  State,  County  and 
Municipal  law  enforcement  agencies. 

(2)  Recognized  and  changing  of  societal  values  related  to  the 
consumption,  overindulgence  and  abuse  of  alcohol  and  its  effects  in  the 
operation  of  a  motor  vehicle. 

Commencing  with  the  summer  months,  we  provided  our  officers  with 
the  ability  and  option  of  participating  in  an  inoculation  program  for 
hepatitis  B  vaccine.  This  is  a  series  of  injections  over  a  period  of  time  to 
allow  for  the  buildup  of  one’s  immunity  system.  With  this  disease  so 
prevalent  in  our  society  today  and  commonplace  to  those  individuals 
who  are  health  care  providers,  EMTs,  paramedics  and  police  officers,  it 
behooves  the  Town  to  have  our  personnel  protected. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  school  year  in  June,  our  Youth  Services 
Officer  (John  Mawn)  with  the  assistance  of  Officer  Frank  M.  Eldredge, 
had  completed  the  first  full  semester  of  D.A.R.E.  (Drug  Awareness 
Resistance  Education)  classes  in  the  5th  grade  at  the  Middle  School.  This 
consisted  of  one  (1)  full  day  of  instruction  per  week  to  this  grade  level  in 
the  subject  of  drug  awareness  resistance  education.  This  program  was 
well  received  by  the  school  administration,  faculty  and  most  importantly 
by  the  youth  of  our  community.  The  program  continued  through  the  Fall 
semester  with  the  same  grade  level  and  with  some  further  expansion  to 
the  Elementary  School.  In  addition,  at  the  start  of  the  school  year  in 
September  our  Youth  Services  Officer  was  granted  approval  from  the 
Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High  School,  School  Committee  to 
initiate  a  pilot  program  within  the  school  curriculum.  Whereby,  the 
officer  is  on  duty  for  a  specific  number  of  hours  at  the  school  per  week  to 
assist  youth  with  counseling  services,  as  well  as  other  supportive 
services.  This  pilot  program  had  a  three  (3)  month  duration  through  the 
Fall  season.  It  was  so  successful  that,  in  December,  the  School 
Committee  accepted  the  program  on  a  more  permanent  basis. 
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As  I  pointed  out  in  my  report  for  1991,  there  was  a  dramatic  increase  in 
assaultive  behavior.  In  particular,  the  relationship  and  increase  was 
especially  noted  in  domestic  violence  cases.  Again  during  1992,  there 
was  in  fact  a  significant  increase  in  reported  domestic  abuse  cases.  The 
following  is  an  indication  of  the  categories,  number  of  cases  and 
increases  by  percentage  that  we  were  involved  with,  responded  to  and 


experienced  during  this  period: 

(1)  Domestic  disturbances  responded  to;  120 

(2)  Cases  classified  as  actual  assault;  44 

increased  by  13  percent 

(3)  Arrests  made  as  a  result  of  domestic  abuse;  45 

increased  by  19  percent 

(4)  Restraining  orders  served  for  domestic  abuse;  99 

increased  by  70  percent 


A  regional  women’s  advocacy  group  (Independence  House),  which 
shelters  women  who  have  been  abused  reports  that  they  assisted  and 
counseled  over  180  women  from  Harwich  alone  in  1992.  Capewide  they 
have  assisted  approximately  14,650  women  who  experienced  personal 
or  family  abuse.  In  addition,  this  service  provided  resources  and  shelter 
to  approximately  790  women  and  children  throughout  1992.  As  a 
community,  we  are  very  fortunate  to  have  this  organization  providing 
this  most  needed  service.  Without  their  assistance,  interaction  and 
personal  commitment,  all  of  communities  serviced  would  find  a  greater 
overall  impact  upon  local  government  agencies.  Again,  during  1992  and 
as  predicted,  there  was  in  fact  a  measurable  increase  of  assaults  related 
to  domestic  violence.  Of  distressing  note  was  the  number  of  209A 
(restraining  orders)  issued  by  both  the  District  and  Probate  Courts.  This 
is  family  abuse  restraining  order  that  requires  the  defendant  to  refrain 
from  abuse  of  the  plaintiff.  Each  of  these  orders  are  initiated  or 
processed  in  some  part  through  the  police  department  and  requires  a 
time  commitment  to  be  completed  and  followed  up  effectively.  Clearly, 
the  District  Attorney’s  Office  has  recognized  the  need  to  assist  local  law 
enforcement  agencies  in  this  area.  Through  the  efforts  of  District 
Attorney  Philip  Rollins,  a  new  innovative  “Domestic  Violence  Unit”  has 
been  organized.  This  encompasses  personnel  from  that  office  (including 
the  Victim  Witness  Assistance  Office)  and  assigned  personnel  from  each 
of  the  fifteen  (15)  police  agencies  within  Barnstable  County.  I  have 
assigned  a  Domestic  Violence  Officer  to  be  a  liaison  and  coordinator  for 
the  police  department  with  the  District  Attorney’s  Office.  I’m  hopeful 
that  several  positive  and  productive  initiatives  will  come  forth  from  this 
organization  in  1993  to  reduce  the  high  levels  of  personal  abuse 
experienced  by  women  and  families.  In  1992,  there  were  twenty  six  (26)

women  and  eighteen  (18)  children  killed  as  a  result  of  domestic  violence 
in  the  Commonwealth.  Of  these  deaths  five  (5)  were  recorded  from 
Cape  Cod.  In  1993,  we  will  emphasize  high  levels  of  training  for  our 
officers  in  this  particular  area  that  affects  so  many  of  the  citizens  in  the 
Town. 

As  we  begin  1993,  I  will  be  looking  towards  additional  physical 
improvements  within  the  police  station.  Those  changes  would  consist  of 
the  following  for  realignment  of  our  present  operations: 

(1)  Conversion  of  a  portion  of  the  EOC  (Emergency  Operations 
Center)  to  a  full  functional  squadroom. 

(2)  Conversion  of  our  present  squadroom  to  a  combination  law 
library/research  center  and  interview  room. 

(3)  Expansion  of  our  present  dispatch  center  to  incorporate:  a 
reception  center,  sergeants  office  and  updated  dispatch  center. 

One  major  factor  that  could  invoke  a  change  to  our  dispatch  center 
would  be  the  incorporation  of  E-911  (Enhanced  911).  Your  E-911 
Committee  has  held  meetings  throughout  the  Fall  to  study  and  decipher 
the  standards  that  have  been  submitted  to  all  cities  and  towns  by  the 
State  Telecommunications  Board.  There  is  much  to  do  in  the  months 
ahead  to  provide  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  a  comprehensive  study 
and  plan  for  the  implementation  of  E-911  in  the  Town  of  Harwich.  The 
Board  has  the  obligation  to  choose  a  suitable  site  for  the  installation  of 
the  necessary  equipment  associated  with  this  undertaking  and  it  must  be 
made  on  or  before  June  30,1993.  As  a  member  of  this  Committee,  I  will 
be  working  towards  providing  the  Board  with  information  that  will  allow 
them  to  make  an  intelligent  decision  on  this  extremely  important  issue. 

As  of  January  1993, 1  have  adopted  a  new  firearms  safety  program  and 
have  instituted  a  training  class.  This  would  be  for  those  citizens  who  are 
applying  for  a  new  issue  or  renewal  of  a  “License  to  Carry  a  Firearm”. 
Attendance  at  this  training  class  is  mandatory  and  a  passing  grade  must 
be  acquired  prior  to  being  considered  qualified  for  issuance  of  a  license. 
This  safety  program  is  essential  in  the  present  climate  of  accidental 
injuries,  lack  of  hands-on  experience  by  license  holders  and  updating 
people  as  to  the  various  changes  in  law  that  have  been  made  over  the  last 
few  years. 

As  a  result  of  the  overwhelming  response  from  the  hundreds  of 
Harwich  homeowners,  in  requesting  “crime  prevention  surveys”  during 
the  Harwich  Police  Association  “solicitation  program”,  our  “Crime 
Prevention  Officer”  will  be  assigned  to  respond  to  your  requests  for 
these  services  as  quickly  as  possible  and  as  time  permits.  We  appreciate 
the  opportunity  to  serve  Harwich  residents  in  a  pro-active  fashion. 
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Due  to  the  anticipated  increase  in  cases  of  animals  infected  by  a  Mid- 
Atlantic  strain  of  rabies,  we  will  be  working  very  closely  with  our  Animal 
Control  Officer  and  the  Board  of  Health  in  1993  and  beyond.  Citizens  will 
find  that  they  will  be  furnished  with  information  on  this  matter  from  the 
Board  of  Health  through  a  “Rabies  Education  Program”.  I  will  be  looking 
at  the  logistics  of  dealing  with  this  potential  threat  that  exists  with  this 
disease  spreading  across  Massachusetts.  Issues  of  manpower  needs  and 
facility  requirements  will  be  viewed  very  carefully  during  the  new  year. 

As  part  of  our  “Community  Oriented  Policing  Philosophy”,  another 
goal  for  1993  will  be  to  accomplish  an  assignment  and  appointment  of  a 
“Civil  Rights  Officer”  within  the  department.  This  officer  would  have 
responsibility  for  coordinating  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  hate 
crimes  as  well  as  civil  rights  violations  and  bring  together  support 
services  of  State  and  County  law  enforcement  agencies.  The  key  to 
effective  law  enforcement  response  to  hate  crimes  and  civil  rights 
violations  is  the  building  of  trust  and  partnerships  between  the  police  and 
all  segments  of  the  community.  We  will  endeavor  to  fulfill  this  goal. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  my 
Administrative  Staff,  Sergeants,  Officers  and  all  of  the  personnel  of  the 
Harwich  Police  Department  that  contributed  to  the  many  successful 
goals  accomplished  during  1992.  Furthermore,  my  thanks  is  extended  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Administrator,  Department  Heads  and 
their  Assistants  for  their  guidance,  courtesies  and  assistance  extended 
to  me  and  my  officers  throughout  1992.

VI.  CONCLUSION: 

The  past  year  has  brought  many  changes  to  the  Harwich  Fire 
Department.  With  the  support  of  the  Voters  we  were  allowed  to 
purchase  two  new  fire  trucks.  A  1500  GPM  pumper  was  delivered  in 
November  to  replace  the  aging  GMC  pumper  which  had  given  us  limited 
service.  This  was  followed  closely  by  the  delivery  of  the  110’  aerial  ladder 
in  early  December.  Both  units  are  now  in  service,  providing  an 
exceptional  “first  punch”  capability  in  our  efforts  to  protect  the  citizens 
of  Harwich. 

The  Fire  Department  has  had  to  deal  with  the  loss  of  Chief  Robert 
Hudson’s  leadership.  I  am  most  appreciative  of  the  support  that  has 
been  given  to  me  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Mr.  Melville.  My 
appointment  as  Acting  Chief  has  given  me  the  ability  to  restructure  the 
department  in  an  effort  to  move  forward  from  these  trying  times.  I  have 
appointed  Captain  Wilfred  Remillard  as  the  Acting  Deputy  Chief  and 
Fire  Fighter  Norman  Clarke  as  Acting  Captain. 
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Several  years  ago  the  department  began  a  replacement  program  for 
our  equipment.  The  continuation  of  this  program  is  reflected  in  an 
Article  for  this  year’s  Town  Meeting.  We  are  asking  the  voters  to  support 
the  refurbishing  of  our  1985  Seagrave  Pumper.  By  applying  the  “Glider 
Kit”  concept  we  will  be  able  to  recycle  this  dated  pumper  at  half  the  cost. 

Members  of  the  Deparatment  are  investigating  the  availability  of 
Grants  to  build  and  equip  a  Heavy  Rescue/Special  Hazards  Unit  using 
the  chassis  of  the  retired  GMC  pumper.  These  actions  will  provide  the 
community  with  a  level  of  fire  protection  that  it  has  come  to  expect,  at  a 
reasonable  cost. 

Our  Headquarters  on  Bank  Street  was  built  in  1927.  It  has  had 
numerous  expansions  and  renovations,  none  of  which  will  meet  today’s 
building  codes.  Station  #2  was  built  in  1976  and  is  now  in  need  of 
renovation.  We  come  before  the  Town  Meeting  with  an  Article  to 
establish  a  committee  which,  in  the  first  year,  would  obtain  plans  and 
specifications  for  a  new  Headquarters  and  the  remodeling  of  Station  #2. 
It  is  my  strong  feeling  that  both  projects  should  be  bonded  as  one.  We 
urge  the  voters  to  support  this  Article  as  well. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize  the  efforts  of  Fire 
Inspector  Henry  S.  Jessop.  Under  his  direction,  members  of  the 
Department  have  conducted  many  Fire  Prevention,  Education,  and 
Public  Relation  Programs  throughout  the  community.  I  would  like  to 
thank  him  for  a  job  well  done. 

The  extra  effort  put  forth  by  the  Men  and  Women  of  this  Department 
during  these  exceedingly  difficult  times  has  not  gone  unnoticed  by  the 
Citizens  of  Harwich.  I  would  like  to  thank  each  and  everyone  of  them  for 
a  job  “well  done”. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  our  Town  Administrator,  Department  Heads,  Elected 
Officials,  and  most  importantly  the  Citizens  of  Harwich,  for  your 
continued  co-operation  and  support  of  our  activities.

Department  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich,  I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Harwich  Civil 
Defense  Department  for  the  year  1992. 

Throughout  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  Civil  Defense  staff  was  still 
dealing  with  the  after  effects  of  Hurricane  Bob  which  occurred  in 
September  of  1991  and  the  no-name  coastal  storm  of  October  1991. 

Cape  wide  public  meetings.  Civil  Defense  meetings  and  hazard 
specific  conferences  such  as  electric  company  requirements  were 
attended.  All  of  these  meetings  were  held  with  the  ultimate  goal  of 
improving  or  instilling  a  degree  of  order  in  response  to  storms  in  the 
future.  Various  speakers  from  the  National  Weather  Service  kept 
reminding  us  that  Hurricane  Bob  was  a  moderate  storm  and  that  similar 
or  worse  storms  could  be  in  store  for  us  in  the  future. 

We  reviewed  our  own  plans  and  capabilities  and  increased  our 
readiness  to  a  point  we  feel  is  maximum  for  Harwich. 

We  have  completed  the  auxiliary  radio  room  in  the  Emergency 
Operations  Center  with  much  help  from  Mr.  Tony  Ross.  Two  generators 
have  been  placed  in  a  fully  operational  status.  Plugs,  extension  cords. 
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circuit  breakers  and  lights  have  been  added  to  each.  Both  of  these 
generators  can  be  towed  to  any  area  and  were  used  this  fall  at  the 
Cranberry  Harvest  Festival  to  light  up  the  parking  area  and  make  that 
area  safe  for  our  residents  and  visitors.  These  generators  will  be  a  great 
help  in  future  emergencies. 

In  July,  we  escorted  the  State  Civil  Defense  Director  on  a  tour  of 
projects  being  completed  with  storm  reimbursement  funds.  Thanks  to 
the  accurate  and  extensive  documentation  of  storm  damage  completed 
by  various  town  departments  under  the  direction  of  our  Town 
Administrator,  the  Treasurer  and  Accountants  were  able  to  justify 
almost  all  of  our  expenditures  as  the  result  of  Hurricane  Bob  and  the 
coastal  storm.  We  were  reimbursed  a  total  of  $228,826.00  for  our 
expenses.  This  was  a  real  town-wide  effort  and  a  job  well  done. 

A  storm  in  December  of  this  year  put  the  Civil  Defense  team  to  work 
again.  We  coordinated  a  limited  response  by  Highway,  Police,  Fire  and 
Water  departments.  We  were  fortunate  in  that  we  were  not  affected  by 
this  storm  as  much  as  neighboring  towns  like  Chatham.  We  were  able  to 
supply  Chatham  with  a  large  pump  (700  GPM)  on  a  mutual  aid  request. 
Other  than  a  few  trees  down  and  flooding  on  Rt.  28  in  East  Harwich  on 
two  separate  occasions  due  to  wind  driven  tides  the  town  fared  quite  well 
in  this  storm. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  as  a  result  of  recent  storms  we  have 
tightened  up  our  operational  capabilities,  reviewed  our  plans  and  in  a 
limited  way  responded  to  one  potentially  serious  storm  this  year.  It  was  a 
good  year  with  no  serious  problems.  We  are  at  a  level  of  readiness  that 
should  be  maintained.  As  we  are  now  configured,  the  Civil  Defense  will 
be  able  to  respond  to  emergencies  as  needed  and  with  experience 
garnered  from  previous  disasters.  With  this  experience  we  are  better 
able  to  prevent  serious  losses  in  the  event  of  another  disaster.

Animal  Control  Officer 


I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Harwich  Animal  Control 
Officer  for  the  year  1992. 

During  1992, 1  responded  to  603  calls;  432  of  which  were  canine  (dog) 
calls,  62  calls  were  dealing  with  felines,  83  were  various  wildlife  calls  and 
26  were  general  calls. 

As  in  the  past,  we  had  a  fair  amount  of  dogs  running  loose.  Many 
unsupervised  animals  are  allowed  to  roam  when  rabies  is  spreading 
rapidly  towards  us.  Not  only  can  this  condition  be  fatal  to  the  animal  but 
in  turn  it  brings  the  disease  home  to  the  families. 

I  cannot  stress  enough  the  importance  of  having  your  pets  inoculated 
against  rabies.  By  law,  it  is  now  mandatory  for  cats  to  be  inoculated  as 
well  as  dogs. 

Thank  you  all  for  your  cooperation.

Report  of  the 

Cemetery  Commission 


Approval  of  the  construction  work  on  the  expansion  of  Evergreen 
Cemetery  has  been  received  from  the  Engineering  Dept,  and  a 
supplementary  entrance  through  the  older  part  of  the  cemetery  has 
been  newly  paved  by  the  Highway  Dept.  A  new  flag  pole  is  ready  to  be 
installed  and  we  extend  our  appreciation  to  our  new  Commissioner, 
Jane  Stevenson,  and  her  husband  Colin,  for  their  donation  of  a  flag. 
Dedication  is  scheduled  to  take  place  during  Harwich’s  300th 
anniversary  year. 

With  a  constantly  growing  population  Harwich  needs  to  be  aware  of 
future  .cemetery  space  requirements  as  mandated  by  State  regulations. 

Computerization  of  existing  cemetery  records  is  proceeding,  utilizing 
a  much  appreciated  program  developed  by  volunteer  Bruce  Campbell, 
coordinated  with  grid  maps  of  the  Town-owned  cemeteries  being  set  up 
by  the  Engineering  Dept.  To  complete  the  compilation  we  need  to 
establish  a  field  project  to  record  the  ancient  monuments.  All  cemeteries 
in  Harwich  were  originally  established  by  a  family,  church  or  private 
association  and  State  law  mandates  Town  assumption  of  responsibility 
when  abandoned  or  dissolved,  and  many  historic  records  are  non¬ 
existent.  The  Boy  and  Girl  Scout  organizations  have  consented  to  assist, 
on  site,  to  record  monument  markers.  More  volunteers  are  needed  and 
interested  persons  urged  to  contact  this  Commission. 

The  town  has  replaced  the  1948  boiler  in  the  old  Highway  Dept, 
building  which  the  Cemetery  Commission  oversees,  and  exterior  trim 
has  been  painted.  Maintenance  and  repairs  of  the  cemetery  stones  is  on¬ 
going  and,  when  time  permits,  the  water-pressure  process  of  cleaning  of 
stones  is  carried  out. 
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The  work  of  the  Commission  could  not  be  accomplished  efficiently  at 
a  minimum  expense  without  the  help  and  cooperation  of  Town 
Administrative  people,  Highway  and  Engineering  Departments  and  the 
competent  and  cheerful  daily  management  of  the  Cemetery  Office.

Engineering  Department 


1992  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Engineering  Department. 
The  scope  of  our  work  continues  to  broaden.  Projects  from  the  past  year 
represent  many  different  Town  Departments. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  Department’s  activities: 

—  Continued  work  on  correction  of  house  numbers  and  street 
names.  This  is  necessary  for  the  successful  operation  of  the  upcoming 
E911  System. 

—  Contract  Administration  for  the  completion  of  the  expansion  of 
Evergreen  Cemetery. 

—  Contract  Administration  for  ongoing  construction  of  the  new 
soccer  field. 

—  Survey  work  for  road  takings  and  land  takings. 

—  Updating  of  Assessors’  maps. 

—  Redesign  and  permitting  of  the  proposed  dock  at  the  Herring 
River  to  conform  to  new  regulation. 

.  —  Preparation  of  contract  documents,  supervision  of  bidding  and 
contract  administration  for  structural  repairs  to  the  bulkhead  at 
Saquatucket  Marina. 

—  Design  and  permitting  work  for  the  dredging  of  two  areas  of 
Saquatucket  Marina. 

—  Finalization  of  Agreement  with  the  State  Department  of 
Environmental  Management’s  River  and  Harbors  Program  for  repairs  to 
the  break  at  the  Herring  River  Jetty. 

—  Preparation  of  and  submittal  to  the  State  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  of  a  Closure  Plan  for  the  Town’s  Septage 
Lagoons. 

—  Design  of  a  new  septic  system  for  the  Water  Department’s 
Headquarters,  in  conjunction  with  the  Health  Department. 

—  Assistance  to  the  Planning  Board  in  reviewing  proposed 
subdivisions  and  site  plans,  performing  cost  estimates  and  conducting 
site  inspections. 
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—  Preparation  of  contract  documents  for  the  purchase  of  a  portable 
restroom  trailer  for  use  at  Red  River  Beach  for  the  coming  season.  The 
trailer  will  provide  accessible  restroom  facilities  and  hopefully  will  serve 
as  a  model  for  additional  sites. 

—  Completion  of  repairs  from  hurricane  damage  at  Grey  Neck  Rd. 
Beach,  Wah  Wah  Taysee  Rd.  Beach  and  Central  Avenue  Beach.  We  are 
still  awaiting  a  date  for  a  hearing  with  the  State  DEP  concerning  more 
permanent  repairs  to  Grey  Neck  Rd.  Beach.  In  the  meantime,  we  were 
pleased  to  observe  that  the  access  stairs,  as  redesigned  and 
constructed,  held  up  well  during  the  storm  of  December  11-13,  1992. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Engineering  Department  performed 
various  other  small  projects  involving  design,  surveying,  contract 
administration,  and  permitting.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  new 
computer  system  which  is  a  tremendous  asset.  We  continue  to  stay 
involved  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Engineers  Association  and  the 
Barnstable  County  Technical  Advisory  Dredge  Committee.  During  the 
next  year  we  are  looking  forward  to  working  with  the  State  on  the 
dredging  of  Wychmere  Harbor. 

We  thank  all  other  Town  Departments  for  their  support  and  look 
forward  to  a  productive  year  ahead.

Presently,  it  is  estimated  we  will  save  considerable 
pump  electricity  because  of  our  new  capacity  to  only  have  to  pump  on 
irrigation  demand.  Plus  our  new  controls  will  save  over  100,000  gallons 
per  irrigation  cycle.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  Division  of  Highways  and 
Maintenance,  which  is  responsible  for  the  following: 

Cemetery  Maintenance 

Forestry  and  Insect-Pest  Departments 

Highway  Department 

Landfill 

Park  and  Beach  Maintenance 

During  the  past  year,  the  various  departments  within  the  Division  of 
Highways  and  Maintenance  have  worked  closely  together  to  help  make 
Harwich  a  safer  and  more  enjoyable  community  for  both  residents  and 
visitors  alike. 

The  Cemetery  Department,  which  is  responsible  for  the  care, 
maintenance,  preservation  and  improvement  of  Town-owned 
cemeteries,  worked  diligently  to  prepare  the  newly  expanded  area  at 
Evergreen  Cemetery  for  paving. 

In  adddition  to  the  routine  raking,  mowing,  and  maintenance,  a  great 
deal  of  time  was  spent  removing  dead  trees,  repairing  fences  and  broken 
gravestones,  and  grading,  loaming,  and  seeding  problem  areas. 

The  employees  of  this  department  must  especially  be  commended  for 
the  superb  job  they  did  in  rebuilding  and  beautifying  Doane  Park  in 
Harwich  Port. 

The  Forestry  Department  is  responsible  for  the  planting,  care,  and 
pruning  of  all  shade  trees  growing  on  Town-owned  land.  In  August  of 
1991  we  were  hit  with  Hurricane  Bob,  who  left  many  calling  cards  in  the 
form  of  damaged  trees,  fallen  trees  and  broken  branches.  Broken 
branches  were  pruned.  Several  trees  that  were  damaged  or  weakened 
by  storms  were  removed.  Many  new  trees  were  planted  in  the  spring  to 
replace  the  ones  that  had  fallen.  Our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  students 
from  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High  School’s  Horticultural 
Department  for  their  invaluable  assistance. 

The  Highway  Department,  which  is  responsible  for  the 
maintenance,  construction,  repair,  and  cleaning  of  roads  and  roadsides, 
as  well  as  Town  owned  parking  lots,  undertook  many  road  paving  and 
improvement  projects  during  1992.  The  major  projects  were  done  on 
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roads  such  as  Oliver  Snow  Road,  Elliott  Way,  Kimberly  Way,  Route  39, 
and  Route  137.  Approximately  90  miles  of  roads  were  lined  (both  center 
and  sides),  and  about  30  leaching  basins  were  installed. 

The  Beach  Cleaner,  which  was  purchased  in  1991,  was  busy  almost 
every  day  during  the  summer.  After  the  beaches  were  cleaned,  many 
hours  were  spent  taking  the  seaweed  away.  Sand  was  also  hauled  to  the 
beaches  to  replenish  that  which  was  lost  due  to  wind  and  erosion. 

Our  woodchipper  was  used  frequently  in  chipping  brush  on  the 
roadsides  that  was  left  over  from  Hurricane  Bob. 

We  hope  that  we  will  soon  be  able  to  start  using  our  pavement 
management  software,  which  would  allow  us  to  better  anticipate  the  long 
term  needs  of  the  roads  in  town.  We  are,  however,  experiencing 
difficulties  due  to  the  amount  of  time  and  work  that  must  be  devoted  to 
the  program. 

The  Landfill  has  undergone  many  positive  changes  over  the  past 
year.  One  noteable  addition  was  the  new  recycling  monitor  who  was  on 
duty  during  most  of  the  summer.  She  was  responsible  for  monitoring  the 
recycling  area,  including  the  Treasure  Chest  which  was  reorganized  and 
reopened  in  August  (It  was  blown  off  of  its  foundation,  courtesy  of 
Hurricane  Bob,  and  had  to  be  reset). 

Having  the  extra  person  enabled  the  other  employees  to  spend  more 
time  tending  to  other  areas  of  the  Landfill  which  are  vital  to  its  smooth 
operation  (ie.  Composting,  Metal  Pile,  Brush  Pile,  Cell  Areas,  and 
Lagoons). 

In  August,  the  Landfill  stopped  accepting  septic  waste.  The  liquids 
remaining  in  the  lagoons  were  treated  by  the  Solar  Aquatic  plant,  and  the 
lagoons  were  filled  and  closed. 

The  amount  of  materials  being  recycled  has  been  steadily  increasing. 
Hopefully,  this  trend  will  continue.  Everything  that  is  recycled  saves 
money.  Although  the  Town  does  have  to  pay  for  some  items  to  be 
recycled,  the  cost  is  far  less  than  what  SEMASS  would  be  paid  to 
incinerate  them.  Many  of  the  recycleable  items  are  sold,  thus  creating 
income  for  the  Town. 

With  a  new  year  upon  us,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  urge 
everyone  to  recycle,  not  only  to  save  money,  but  more  importantly,  to 
ensure  the  preservation  of  our  environment  for  our  children. 

In  1991  the  Park  Department  suffered  a  budget  cut  which  resulted  in 
the  loss  of  two  full-time  employees.  The  lack  of  manpower  was  reflected 
in  the  condition  of  the  parks  and  fields.

The  seasonal  help  started  in  the  late  spring  of  1992.  Their  hard  work 
and  dedication  slowly  transformed  the  neglected  parks,  fields,  and 
memorial  squares  back  into  the  attractive,  well  groomed  areas  that  were 
once  the  pride  and  joy  of  the  townspeople.  However,  the  departure  of 
the  seasonal  help  almost  certainly  will  mean  that  these  areas  will  once 
again  fall  into  a  state  of  disrepair.  That  is  why  I  have  requested  in  my 
budget  for  FY-1994  that  a  full-time  position  be  re-established  for  this 
department. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  employees  of  the  Division  of 
Highways  and  Maintenance  for  their  dedication  and  hard  work.  I  would 
also  like  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  we  have 
received  from  all  of  the  other  Town  Departments.  Our  best  wishes  to 
everyone  for  a  happy,  safe,  and  fruitful  year  in  1993.

The  waterfront  continued  to  be  both  an  environmental  and 
economical  concern  in  1992.  It  is  the  harbor  improvement  grant  which 
Harwich  received  from  CZM  in  1987  and  FEMA  funds  which  continues 
to  offer  us  the  opportunity  to  make  valuable  planned  maintenance 
improvements  while  our  budget  remains  intact. 

Work  completed  during  the  year  included  rebuilding  of  the  north 
bulkhead  at  Saquatucket  marina.  This  involved  tearing  out  the  lower 
road  and  opening  589'  of  bulkhead  to  install  filter  screening  to  the 
waterline,  backfilling  with  pea  stone,  installing  timber  guardrails,  and 
binder  coating  the  lower  road.  Utilities  were  reset  and  three  raceways 
were  installed  across  this  area  for  future  marina  utility  .  On  the  face  of  the 
north  wall  74  -  twenty  year  old  decayed  iron  H-Pile  Connection  were 
“sistered”  with  1/2"  steel  plate  as  per  Town  Engineering  Department 
plans. 

As  part  of  the  marina  facelift  400  Rosa  Rugosa  plants  were 
transplanted  into  the  banking  in  front  of  the  Marina  Control  Building. 
Arbor  styled  gates  and  picket  fences  were  installed  at  the  head  of  the 
gangways.  Dumpster  caves  were  set  on  the  north  side  of  the  lower  road. 

A  Harbor  Management  Plan  document  was  drawn  and  updated.  This 
document  is  invaluable  for  keeping  track  of  laws/regulations  governing 
harbor  usage,  status  of  dredging  permits  etc.  Issues  on  the  status  of  Boat 
Yards  renting  moorings  in  Harwich  were  defended  by  the  Waterways 
Commission  and  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  issue  of  public  moorings  on 
Long  Pond  was  put  forward  by  one  disapproved  boater.  A 
Recommendation  has  been  made  for  ten  public  moorings  and  a  waiting 
list  at  this  Great  Pond  awaits  Selectmen’s  decision.  Each  shorefront 
property  owner  would  be  granted  the  opportunity  for  two  permits.  Final 
approval  is  outstanding  at  this  writing. 

Ten  pilings  damaged  by  the  Hurricane  were  replaced  at  Saquatucket 
and  Allen  Harbor  bulkhead.  The  Conservation  Commission  allowed 
emergency  dredging  of  the  Town  bulkhead  by  Allen  Harbor  Yacht  Club 
contractor  Great  Eastern  Inc.  after  siltation  caused  by  dredging  work  at 
adjacent  AHYC  filled  in  the  Town  slips.  The  Allen  Harbor  Jetty  Light 
Tower  was  replaced.  In  the  aftermath  of  Hurricane  BOB  the  AHYC  has 
moved  swiftly  completing  the  project  of  replacing  the  lost  floats  with  a 
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new  and  contemporary  marina.  This  new  floating  dock  system  is 
designed  to  accommodate  larger  vessels.  It  is  extended,  with  permission 
of  the  Town,  ten  feet  further  into  the  harbor.  The  new  marina  and  its  new 
wash  over  bulkhead  create  a  trendsetting  tone  for  Allen  Harbor. 

Foremost  in  projects  outstanding  is  the  ever  present  need  for  a  marine 
holding  tank  pump  out  station  planned  to  be  sited  at  Saquatucket  to 
serve  all  boats  in  Harwich  Port.  Harwich,  without  its  very  own  treatment 
facility  capable  of  accepting  marine  waste,  is  subject  to  DEP  regulations 
requiring  legal  disposal  before  facility  construction.  At  this  writing, 
Harwich  is  about  to  begin  a  contract  discussion  with  Yarmouth 
treatment  plant  for  this  service.  It  is  hoped  we  will  be  able  to  report 
positively  on  this  item  in  1993.  In  July,  Harwich  harbors  were  declared  a 
“Voluntary  No-Discharge  Area”. 

As  October  of  1993  (close  out  date)  approaches,  we  are  receiving 
many  applications  to  legalize  yet  unlicensed  docks  and  piers  under  the 
DEP  Amnesty  Program.  Some  of  these  docks  date  to  before  the  time  of 
the  Civil  War.  At  Herring  River  alone,  24  of  57  docks  were  found  not  in 
compliance  under  the  law.  To  this  end  we  are  also  recommending  to 
amend  the  Dock  and  Pier  By-Law  to  condition  the  width  of  deck  of  a  pier 
to  4'.  Therefore,  if  passed,  the  overall  width  of  support  pilings  of  a  dock 
may  exceed  4'.  This  strong  By-Law  effectively  prohibits  construction  of 
new  marinas,  large  piers,  etc.  for  all  time  in  Harwich. 

Shellfishing  in  Harwich  became  an  “on  again  -  off  again”  situation  for 
permit  holders  through  much  of  1992.  Major  storm  tidal  events  such  as  a 
December  Nor’easter  and  elevated  seasonal  temperatures,  keeping 
coastal  waters  warm,  caused  areas  normally  seasonally  opened  to 
remain  closed.  This  meant  permit  holders  had  to  constantly  check  with 
Town  Hall  or  the  Natural  Resources  Department  to  find  out  what  areas 
were  still  available  to  fish.  As  example  during  August  Round  Cove,  Red 
and  Herring  Rivers,  Saquatucket,  Allen,  and  Wychmere  Harbor,  Muddy 
Creek  and  Nantucket  Sound  were  all  closed  to  Shellfishing.  This  left 
Pleasant  Bay  as  the  sole  harvestable  spot. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Marine  Water  Quality  Advisory 
Committee,  we  concentrated  our  shellfish  relay  program  on  the  Bay 
Road  beach  area  at  Pleasant  Bay.  This  site  was  selected  as  being  always 
harvestable  and  easily  accessible  on  foot.  Ten  tons  of  live  Cape  Cod  Bay 
quahogs  were  relayed  to  this  site  and  transplanted  from  our  Pleasant 
Bay  patrol  boat.  In  late  June,  ten  yards  of  oyster  cultch,  shells  were 
broadcast  into  Herring  River  to  enhance  setting  sites  for  oyster  larvae. 

During  January  new  state  size  regulations  for  quahogs  were  made 
effective.  The  new  regulations  adopted  to  conform  with  rules  in  other 
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New  England  coastal  States,  measure  the  quahog  thickness  rather  than 
its  length.  Legal  quahogs  must  now  be  at  least  one  inch  thick  instead  of  2 
inches  long.  We  are  finding  that  often  elongated  skinny  quahogs  which 
were  legal  under  the  old  two  inch  rule  will  not  meet  the  new  one  inch  rule. 
Now  shellfish  Permit  holders  need  a  1"  slot  device  to  measure  quahogs,  a 
2"  ring  to  measure  softshell  clams,  and  a  3"  ruler  for  oysters. 

Other  local  regulations  were  adopted  to  permit  the  harvesting  of 
softshell  clams  during  winter  months  from  Wychmere  Harbor  as  well  as 
Herring  River  (Areas  that  would  normally  be  closed  during  our  regular 
softshell  season,  ie.  Sundays  in  May  and  October).  Permits  sold:  Family 
254;  Non-Resident  Family  8;  Seniors  108;  Commercial  11;  One  Day  - 
Non  Resident  29. 

In  the  areas  of  Wychmere  and  Allen  Harbors  it  was  determined  by  the 
Health  Agent  and  Town  Engineer  that  the  septic  tanks  of  the  two 
comfort  stations  were  within  two  feet  or  less  of  the  ground  water  table 
(Title  V  requires  4').  Without  doubt,  these  systems  were  inundated 
routinely  by  major  tidal  events.  It  was  recommended  that  both  systems 
be  tight  tanked. 

In  October,  a  Coastal  Waters  Flushing  Survey  was  contracted  by  the 
Planning  Department.  It  was  conducted  by  Applied  Science  Associates, 
Narragansett,  RI  by  monitoring  the  dispersion  of  Rhodamine  dye  using  a 
fluorometer  pumping  water  from  various  depths  at  stations. 
Simultaneously,  an  electronic  tide  gauge  registered  the  state  of  the  tides. 
Testing  was  done  at  Round  Cove,  Allen  Harbor  and  the 
Saquatucket/Wychmere  Harbor  complex.  Initial  results  indicate  that 
flushing  at  Wychmere  and  Round  Cove  is  very  slow,  while  Allen  Harbor 
happens  quickly.  New  information  gained  from  this  report  may  prove 
invaluable  to  those  working  on  our  marine  water  quality/shellfish 
committee. 

Illegitimate  use  of  Harbor  dumpsters  for  disposal  of  home  trash 
continues  as  a  major  costly  problem.  Rubbish  removal  is  budgeted  at 
nearly  $6000  for  FY94.  We  have  found  many  cases  of  dumping  home 
rubbish,  automobile  tires,  building  debris,  etc.  in  the  woods  and  wetland 
areas  of  our  Town.  Court  system  offenders  requiring  community  service 
time,  were  utilized  in  work  hauling  light  loads  of  trash  from  many  of  the 
Conservation  areas  and  salt  marshes  in  Harwich. 

We  looked  into  several  complaints  about  some  of  our  Great  and  small 
ponds  becoming  choked  with  several  aquatic  weeds  and  grasses 
(notably  Elodea).  It  was  recommended  that  chemical  treatment  was  not 
in  order  or  allowable.  Carefully  turf  raking  and  removing  plants  from  the 
water  is  the  only  possible  solution  as  fragments  of  each  plant  can  regrow 
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to  a  complete  plant.  Nitrate  loading  of  our  lakes  encourages  this 
nuisance  growth.  The  conclusion  is  that  as  more  development  occurs 
near  these  shorelines  we  will  be  seeing  more  of  this  kind  of  plant  life. 

At  the  Town  Pier  at  Wychmere  harbor  more  than  1500  tons  of 
groundfish  (mostly  cod)  were  landed  by  35+  commercial  boats  over  the 
year.  The  Town  pier  continues  to  operate  and  serve  the  needs  of  the 
commercial  fishermen  of  both  Saquatucket  and  Wychmere  Harbor  on 
an  organized  year-round  basis.  This  is  a  cooperative  effort  between  all 
Harwich’s  Commercial  Fishermen  and  I  must  commend  them  for  their 
ability  to  work  so  well  together. 

Harbor  receipts  down  about  5%  from  last  year  compared  favorably 
against  other  Harwich  businesses  in  this  down  spun  economy. 
Comparing  against  1990  we  were  off  5%  once  again.  We  owe  much  of  this 
trend  to  a  number  of  reasons:  the  lack  of  people  spending  money  on 
cruising  vacations  during  an  election  year  in  a  questionable  economy; 
the  tailspin  of  a  tuna  fishery  which  previously  made  up  much  of  our  late 
summer  and  fall  visiting  income;  movement  of  the  USATT  from  Harwich 
Port  to  Portsmouth  in  1992.  In  an  attempt  to  jump  start  a  failing  cruising 
season  it  was  recommended  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  lowered  the 
visitor  rates  during  mid  August  to  $1  per  foot  per  night  (from  $1.35).  This 
same  rate  has  been  recommended  for  1993  and  holding  all  other  rates. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  dockage  receipts  for  a  point  of  comparison. 
Notably,  Saquatucket  regular  dockage  showed  an  overall  increase  in 
spite  of  no  change  in  the  rates  over  1991.

Radio  communications  within  the  Department  have  been  greatly 
improved  with  new  portable  and  base  units  monitoring  both  Marine,  Life 
Guard  and  Police  using  priority  frequencies  for  the  first  time.  The 
Harbormaster  can  now  be  beeped  on  emergency  through  the  police 
dispatcher.  The  Harbormaster  taught  both  a  Spring  and  Summer 
Boating  Safety  Course  to  interested  Harwich  youngsters.  Classes  were 
held  at  the  Middle  School  and  Stone  Horse  Yacht  Club.  Successful 
students  were  issued  the  Massachusetts  Operators  Safety  Certificate. 
This  document  is  required  for  operation  of  a  motorboat  greater  than  25 
horsepower  by  a  person  under  the  age  of  16.  Classes  were  well  received 
and  insures  a  continuation  of  this  program  in  1993. 

In  October,  the  Division  of  Waterways  opened  bids  for  surveying 
Wychmere  and  Allen  Harbor  channels.  Brahman  Engineering  will  be 
conducting  this  in  both  harbors  including  the  outer  mooring  basin  and 
Wychmere  inside.  Waterways  plans  to  dredge  October  1993  with  a  1/4 
match  from  the  Town.  Dredging  permit  applications  are  in  the  works  for 
Saquatucket  Marina  fuel  dock  and  shallow  corner  near  Brax.  Disposal 
site  at  Neel  Road  beach  is  anticipated.  The  wash  through  reported  at 
Herring  River  Jetty  last  year  is  still  not  repaired  as  Harwich  still  awaits 
50%  matching  funds  from  DEP  before  this  can  be  repaired. 

The  transfer  of  a  retired  cruiser  to  the  Natural  Resources 
Department,  a  1991  LTD,  has  helped  improve  response  time  and  freeing 
up  the  Harbormaster  4x4  for  other  Departmental  needs.  In  December, 
we  spent  one  week  moving  our  shop  into  the  Old  Highway  Barn  at 
Sisson  Road.  This  facility  offers  us  adequate  indoor  space  to  work  on 
projects.  The  dilapidated  shanty  and  ten  feet  of  the  Captain  Nathanial 
Wixon  Dock  were  dismantled  and  stored.  Because  of  its  historic  value, 
this  small  building  may  find  utility  in  a  museum  site  someday.  An  article  is 
in  the  Warrant  to  install  a  courtesy  float  and  gangway  onto  what  remains 
of  the  old  dock. 


During  1992,  we  attended  numerous  public  hearings  and  meetings 
involving  waterfront  projects  and  regulations.  Most  notably  was 
attendance  of  the  CZM  advisory  Committee,  and  Barnstable  County 
Shellfish  Advisory  Task  Force.  By  decision  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Commission,  these  groups  along  with  the  County  Marine  Water  Quality 
Task  Force  have  been  eliminated.  Consequently,  no  CZM  report 
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appears  in  this  Town  Report.  The  Cape  Cod  Commission  has  replaced 
these  committees  with  a  single  group  known  as  the  Coastal  Resources 
Committee  (CRC).  The  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  the  Harbormaster  as 
regular  Harwich  representative,  the  Health  Agent  is  the  alternate.  The 
CRC  in  its  infancy  will  require  reorganization  to  keep  its  tasks  on  track. 
A  report  will  appear  next  year.

Report  of  the 

Recreation  and  Youth  Commission 


In  July  of  1992  the  Harwich  Recreation  &  Beach  Commission  and  the 
Harwich  Youth  Commission  were  merged  by  town  meeting  action  into 
one  Commission,  now  known  as  the  Harwich  Recreation  &  Youth 
Commission. 

The  staffs  of  both  commissions  deserve  much  credit  for  their  orderly, 
efficient  efforts  in  combining  the  responsibilities  of  these  two  bodies;  in 
particular  the  Youth  Directors  who  assumed  the  immediate  duties  of 
running  the  summer  recreation  program  and  the  responsibilities  of 
administering  our  town’s  beaches,  parks  and  ballfields. 

This  Department’s  greatest  need  continues  to  be  a  multi-purpose 
recreation  center  to  serve  the  needs  of  townspeople  of  all  ages.  The 
Recreation  Building  is  not  accessible  to  the  handicapped;  however,  in 
1992  fifty-three  different  groups  met  there,  which  totalled  over  fifteen 
hundred  separate  meetings  during  the  calendar  year. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  death  in  September  of  William  L.  Chandler. 
“Bill”  served  the  Town  on  the  Recreation  Commission  for  twenty-three 
of  the  last  thirty-five  years.  A  maple  tree  has  been  planted  in  Brooks  Park 
in  his  honor. 

We  are  striving  to  work  with  various  agencies  to  make  all  of  our  areas 
of  responsibility  accessible  to  the  physically  challenged.  A  portable 
handicapped-accessible  restroom  facility  has  been  purchased  for  Red 
River  Beach.  The  Highways  &  Maintenance  Division  is  arranging  for  the 
necessary  electrical  and  water  connections  so  it  can  be  in  place  this 
coming  summer. 
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Because  of  fiscal  constraints  the  1992  summer  program  did  not 
include  the  playground  activities  at  Brooks  Park.  Tennis,  swimming  and 
sailing  lessons  were  held  and  were  well-attended.

Report  of  the 

Water  Department 


The  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  respectfully 
submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  1992. 

The  Water  Department  completed  another  year  of  service  to  the 
community  and  its  customer  base  of  8,000  plus  connections.  We 
continue  to  focus  our  attention  on  maintenance,  conservation  and 
customer  support  services. 

CONSTRUCTION-SERVICE-MAINTENANCE 

During  this  period,  water  mains  and  appurtenances  were  installed  in 
sub-divisions  on  Stop  &  Shop  (phase  2),  Jasper  Moore  Trail  and  Chapel 
Hill  Lane.  Water  mains  were  also  installed  on  Obed  Brooks  Road, 
Christopher  Way  and  James  Road. 

During  the  year,  10  new  hydrants  were  added  to  the  system, 
increasing  the  total  number  of  hydrants  in  operation  to  1,014.  In  addition, 
95  new  water  services  were  installed,  bringing  the  total  number  of 
services  to  8,153.  In  addition,  14  services  were  renewed  or  relocated. 
The  Department  began  reassigning  abandoned  service  numbers  during 
the  last  year. 

Normal  operation  and  maintenance  by  employees  also  included 
repairs  to  206  services,  8  water  main  breaks  and  5  hydrants.  As  required 
by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  permitted  backflow 
preventors  were  tested  and  several  cross  connection  surveys  were 
conducted.  For  compliance  with  addidtional  State  and  Federal 
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requirements,  over  665  water  samples  were  collected  and  analyzed 
during  the  year.  We  responded  to  over  425  requests  for  water  utility 
mark-outs.  Other  distribution  system  maintenance,  meter 
rehabilitation,  buildings  and  grounds  maintenance  and  other  projects 
were  accomplished  as  time  permitted. 

DEPARTMENTAL  UPDATE 

The  Department  continued  with  the  flushing  and  distribution  repair 
program  as  a  result  of  funding  approved  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 
The  program  is  divided  into  9  phases.  We  have  proceeded  into  phase  six 
as  of  the  end  of  1992.  It  is  our  intention  to  continue  this  program  with 
annual  flushing  once  all  of  the  phases  have  been  completed.  The 
implementation  of  this  program  has  been  a  time  consuming  project  but  is 
intended  to  improve  overall  water  quality.  Continuation  of  this  program 
will  help  to  decrease  the  long  standing  problems  associated  with  rusty 
water. 

The  Department  continues  its  goal  in  training  the  employees  in 
customer  service,  system  maintenance,  well  and  pump  operations, 
safety  and  other  necessary  measures  to  insure  that  we  improve  and 
continuously  render  a  quality  service  to  the  Community.  Three 
employees  passed  State  examinations  for  Drinking  Water  Supply 
Operators  this  past  year,  Peter  Scichilone  and  David  Condrey  increased 
the  level  of  their  certification  and  Kenneth  Bulley  became  certified  at  the 
basic  level. 

We  have  continued  with  improving  our  billing  system  through 
computerization.  Changes  are  still  on-going  due  to  the  transition.  In  July 
of  1992  the  Department  made  the  change-over  to  semiannual  billing 
which  helped  to  allow  for  better  accuracy  between  reading  cycles  and 
current  billing.  Frequent  billing  allows  the  customer  to  detect  hidden 
leaks  sooner.  We  anticipate  a  new  bill  format  for  1993  which  will  include 
actual  reading  dates,  special  messages  and  any  other  pertinent  billing 
information.  It  is  important  to  note  that  water  billings  are  due  and 
payable  in  full  within  30  days. 

During  the  month  of  July,  the  Department  participated  in  a  water 
works  awareness  program  with  the  Barnstable  County  Utilities 
Association  at  the  Barnstable  Fair.  This  activity  was  conducted  in 
recognition  of  National  Drinking  Water  Week. 

As  a  result  of  the  support  of  the  Town  through  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  and  subsequent  debt  exclusion  vote,  we  are  proceeding  with 
the  design  and  future  construction  of  well  #10  in  North  Harwich  and  the 
corrosion  control  facilities  in  the  various  well  fields.  At  this  time,  we 
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would  expect  the  well  to  be  completed  in  the  fall  of  1993  and  the 
corrosion  facilities  in  the  late  spring  of  1994. 

The  Massachusetts  Water  Works  Association  at  their  annual 
November  meeting  presented  Mr.  Richard  Hathaway  and  Mrs.  Anne 
Smith  with  a  “Water  Works  Pride  Award”.  This  award  is  given  in 
recognition  of  a  person’s  dedication,  loyal  support  and  effort  within  the 
water  works  community. 

WATER  CONSERVATION 

WE  THANK  YOU  FOR  YOUR  COOPERATION  IN  HELPING  US 
CONSERVE  WATER!  Continued  conservation  practices  can  help  to 
extend  inadequate  supplies,  reduce  power  consumption  and  assist  with 
system  inadequacies.  Voluntary  water  restrictions  imposed  during  the 
summer  months  helps  to  meet  goals  associated  with  a  successful  water 
conservation  program.  Water  conservation  materials  are  available  at  the 
Water  Department  office. 

WATER  CONSERVATION  MEASURES  FOR  EVERYONE 

□  Repair  leaky  faucets,  indoors  and  out.  One  leaky  faucet  can  use  up 
to  4,000  gallons  of  water  per  month. 

□  Install  faucet  aerators.  These  inexpensive  devices  can  reduce 
water  use  up  to  60  percent,  while  maintaining  a  strong  flow. 

'  □  Take  short  showers  instead  of  baths.  Showers  use  an  average  of  5 
to  7  gallons  per  minute,  three  times  less  than  the  water  used  to  take 
a  bath. 

□  Install  a  low-flow  showerhead.  This  will  cut  water  use  in  the  shower 
to  just  3  gallons  per  minute  and  still  provide  an  invigorating  flow. 

□  Turn  off  the  water  to  brush  teeth,  shave,  and  soap  up  in  the 
shower.  Filling  the  sink  to  shave  uses  only  1  gallon,  while  letting  the 
water  run  can  use  10  gallons  per  shave  or  more.  Turning  off  the 
water  when  you  brush  your  teeth  can  save  4  gallons  of  water  each 
time. 

□  Repair  leaky  toilets  to  save  more  than  50  gallons  of  water  per  day. 
Add  12  drops  of  food  coloring  into  the  tank.  If  color  appears  in  the 
bowl  one  hour  later,  the  unit  is  leaking. 

□  Water  lawn  and  garden  in  the  morning  when  evaporation  is  lowest. 

□  When  washing  your  car,  turn  off  the  hose  between  rinses  to  save 
up  to  150  gallons  per  washing. 

□  Sweep  down  decks  and  driveways  instead  of  hosing  them  down. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Department  has  9  wells  or  substations  and  the  main  pumping 
station  (4  tubular  wells)  located  within  400+  acres  of  well  head  protection 
areas.  Station  #4  is  out  of  service  at  the  end  of  1992  for  mechanical 
cleaning  and  pump  replacement.  Overall  water  quality  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  except  for  naturally 
corrosive  conditions.  This  situation  will  be  corrected  by  the  installation 
of  the  corrosion  facilities.  We  have  been  monitoring  the  iron  and 
manganese  levels  at  the  older  facilities  and  are  currently  reviewing 
measures  to  help  minimize  this  problem.  Vandalism  and  littering  is 
becoming  difficult  to  control  at  various  well  fields  which  will  require 
additional  measures  to  control  vehicular  traffic  in  these  areas.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  OVERVIEW:  It  has  been  a  busy  and 
productive  year.  A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  were  spent  on  replacing  a 
number  of  leaking  curb  stops  in  the  system.  The  flushing  program 
brought  beneficial  results  to  many  difficult  areas  of  the  distribution 
system  which  resulted  in  positive  comments  from  our  customers.Town 
meeting  supported  the  purchase  of  a  small  dump  truck  which  allows  us 
to  make  repairs  under  the  public  roadways  in  a  more  expedient  and 
efficient  manner.  We  experienced  a  major  failure  on  our  septic  system 
which  had  to  be  replaced  by  today’s  standards.  Due  to  the  complexity 
associated  with  the  well  head  protection  area,  it  was  quite  a  task.  Costs 
were  kept  minimal  due  to  the  time  and  effort  by  the  Town  Engineer  and 
our  own  employees  who  assisted  in  many  aspects  of  the  system 
installation.  Substandard  plumbing  was  also  corrected  during  the  septic 
repairs.  Department  staff  insulated  our  heated  outer  building  which 
should  save  considerable  heat  in  the  future.  Deteriorating  private  signal 
lines  were  replaced  between  the  main  office  and  back  well  field.  As  part 
of  our  pumping  station  improvement  project,  fire  and  intrusion  alarms 
were  installed  in  4  locations.  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
surveys  required  that  a  number  of  catch  basins  or  similar  drainage 
controls  be  removed  from  a  number  of  well  locations,  the  work  was 
accomplished  in-house  between  normal  maintenance  duties.  We 
continue  to  improve  our  customer  service  efforts  which  include  tracking 
and  monitoring  all  complaints  and  concerns  in  a  timely  fashion. 
Customer  accessibility  at  the  office  was  improved  during  the  year  by 
creating  an  additional  parking  area,  marking  and  posting  an  area  for 
handicapped  parking  and  eliminating  the  steep  ramp  to  the  front  door. 
As  of  the  end  of  1992  we  are  working  on  a  public  education  program  in 
response  to  the  results  obtained  from  the  special  lead  and  copper  testing 
program.  We  must  look  at  the  present  and  into  the  future  for  long  range 
planning  to  ensure  a  plentiful  and  safe  supply  of  drinking  water  and  to 
guarantee  proper  maintenance  of  our  infrastructure.  All  this  must  be 
accomplished  by  prioritizing  needs,  efficiency  and  reasonable  cost 
control. 
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COMMISSIONER’S  OVERVIEW:  At  this  time  we  would  like  to  thank 
you  for  your  approval  of  our  water  articles  during  the  1992  Annual  Town 
Meeting  and  subsequent  debt  exemption  vote.  We  are  now  proceeding 
with  the  design  and  future  construction  of  a  new  pumping  station  in 
North  Harwich  and  the  corrosion  control  facilities.  The  addition  of  the 
new  pumping  station  will  help  with  system  demands  and  improve  the 
distribution  flow  to  the  Lothrop  Avenue  storage  tank.  The  corrosion 
control  facilities  will  help  to  minimize  the  amount  of  lead  and  copper  that 
enters  the  drinking  water  from  household  pipes  and  fixtures  as  well  as 
reduce  the  number  of  leaks  associated  with  corrosive  water.  Because  of 
growing  public  concern  about  the  quality,  safety  and  cost  of  public 
drinking  water  we  have  created  a  Department  newsletter  to  keep  all 
consumers  informed  about  the  day-to-day  operations  and  continuing 
improvements  to  the  municipal  system.  Although  there  has  been  much 
emphasis  placed  on  adding  facilities  and  expanding  the  existing 
distribution  system,  we  must  not  forget  to  monitor  and  maintain  the 
existing  infrastructure.  A  large  portion  of  the  distribution  system  and  a 
number  of  pumping  stations  and  wells  are  beginning  to  show  the  wear 
associated  with  many  long  years  of  service.  We  will  be  making 
recommendations  and  requesting  funds  for  proper  rehabilitation  of  your 
system  through  long  range  planning.  Consideration  must  be  given  to 
prioritizing  the  necessities  within  the  system  for  the  next  twenty  years. 
We  would  again  like  to  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  of  our 
important  programs. 

CONCLUSION:  As  customary  we  continue  to  work  with  other 
Departments,  Federal  and  State  agencies  in  our  day-to-day  operations. 
The  ability  to  operate  the  water  utility  in  the  1990’s  with  all  of  the 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  mandated  through  the  Safe  Drinking 
Water  Act  requires  not  only  properly  trained  personnel,  but  must  be 
conducted  within  a  highly  technical  and  professional  view.  Meeting  these 
goals  and  challenges  is  a  timely  undertaking. 

The  department  saw  the  resignation  of  Water  Commissioner  Robert 
Peterson  in  June,  due  to  other  ocmmitments.  We  wish  him  the  best  of 
luck.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Thomas  Ogborne  to  fulfill  the 
position  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  election.  We  welcome  him  on 
board  during  a  busy  time  with  capital  projects.  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  and  thank  the  employees  of  the  Department  for  their 
continuing  service  to  the  public  and  myself  in  a  timely  and  professional 
manner. 

Your  continued  support  and  cooperation  is  very  appreciated.  At  this 
point,  we  would  also  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  the 
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citizens,  other  Departments  and  their  employees,  elected  and  appointed 
officials  for  their  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

Brooks  Academy 
Museum  Commission 


In  June,  1992,  the  Selectmen,  the  Harwich  Historical  Society  and  the 
Commission  signed  a  new  five  year  agreement  under  which  the  Town 
agrees  to  the  maintenance,  repair  and  up-keep  of  the  Academy  and  the 
grounds,  and  the  Society  agrees  to  operate  the  Museum  Program, 
including  the  display  of  the  Society’s  collection. 

In  a  year  of  several  “firsts”  and  achievements,  all  connected  with  the 
Museum  were  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  Commission  member, 
William  Chandler.  Bill  made  several  important  contributions  to  the 
Museum  both  in  the  form  of  suggestions  and  actions.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  working  on  a  project  that  we  hope  to  complete  in  his  honor 
in  the  future. 

The  trim  on  the  Academy  was  painted  this  year.  While  this  painting  did 
add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  Academy,  it  was  discovered  that 
repairs  are  badly  needed  to  the  facade  and  the  cupola.  We  had  earlier 
learned  that  the  roof  of  the  Academy  is  also  in  need  of  repair.  This  must 
be  expected  in  a  building  that  will  be  150  years  old  in  1994! 

Plans  are  underway  to  celebrate  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
Academy  in  1994,  which  is  also  the  Town’s  300th  anniversary.  Efforts  are 
being  made  to  include  as  many  of  our  townspeople  as  possible  in  the 
celebration  at  the  Academy. 

Finally,  the  second  floor  of  the  Museum  was  opened  to  the  public  this 
year  with  several  new  displays.  All  have  been  well  received  and  special 
interest  has  been  shown  in  the  display  of  period  clothing  and  the 
photographic  history  of  the  Exchange  Building. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Thursday  of  the  month  at  the 
Academy.  Ordinarily,  7:30  p.m.  is  the  meeting  time.

Report  of  the 

Barnstable  County 
Assembly  of  Delegates 


On  November  6, 1990,  15  Delegates,  one  from  each  of  the  County’s 
towns,  were  elected  to  serve  during  the  second  session  of  the  Barnstable 
County  Assembly  of  Delegates,  the  first  county  legislative  body  in  the 
history  of  Massachusetts.  The  15  Delegates  were  sworn  into  office  on 
January  2, 1991  for  a  two  year  term.  On  January  2, 1991,  the  Assembly 
elected  a  Speaker,  Susan  V.  Walker,  Delegate  from  Sandwich;  a  Deputy 
Speaker,  Cynthia  Cole,  Delegate  from  Barnstable;  and  a  Clerk,  Diane  C. 
Thompson,  from  Falmouth. 

Delegates  votes  are  weighted  in  proportion  to  their  town’s  population. 
The  weighted  vote  of  each  Delegate  is  based  on  the  results  of  the  1990 
U.S.  decennial  census.  Harwich  has  5.51%  of  the  vote. 

The  Delegate  from  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  James  M.  Noonan. 
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As  the  County’s  law-making  body,  the  Assembly’s  work  takes  the 
form  of  ordinances  and  resolutions  which  may  be  initiated  by  Delegates, 
Assembly  committees,  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  or  by  an 
initiative  petition.  The  Assembly  appropriates  the  County’s  annual 
operating  and  capital  budgets  and  supplements.  Because  the 
Assembly’s  work  is  a  function  of  the  number  and  complexity  of 
legislative  initiatives  with  which  it  must  deal,  it  is  difficult  to  forecast  what 
the  volume  of  output  will  be.  During  1992  the  Assembly  adopted 
seventeen  ordinances  which  included  the  Fiscal  Year  1993  Barnstable 
County  operating  budget.  Many  of  the  ordinances  dealt  with 
supplemental  appropriations  to  the  FY  ’93  operating  budget.  The 
supplemental  appropriations  were  the  result,  in  many  cases,  of  County 
employees’  diligent  pursuit  of  grant  money. 

The  Assembly  has  established  eight  standing  committees:  Finance; 
Human  Services;  Public  Safety,  Public  Works  and  Utilities;  Natural 
Resources;  Assembly  Budget;  Local  Service  Function;  Economic  Affairs 
and  Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Regional  Policy  Plan.  In  1992  two  Ad 
Hoc  committees  were  very  active:  Upper  Cape  Cancer  Incidence  Study 
Committee  and  Committee  to  initiate  State  Legislation  for  Barnstable 
County  Government. 

Town  of  Harwich  Delegate  was  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  serve  on 
the  following  committees: 

Standing  Committee  on  Human  Services  -  Member 
Standing  Committee  on  Local  Service  Functions  -  Member 
Standing  Committee  on  Economic  Affairs  -  Member 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  initiate  State  Legislation  for 
Barnstable  County  Government  -  Member 

The  Barnstable  County  Administrative  Code  was  amended  twice  to 
create  the  Barnstable  County  HOME  Consortium  Advisory  Council  and 
the  Cape  Cod  Economic  Development  Council. 

The  HOME  Consortium  Advisory  Council  consists  of  a 
representative  of  each  of  the  fifteen  towns  and  the  creation  of  the  council 
makes  Barnstable  County  eligible  for  federal  funds  for  affordable 
housing. 

The  Cape  Cod  Economic  Development  Council  has  twenty-four 
members  and  the  membership  consists  of  representatives  from  both  the 
private  and  public  sectors.  The  Council  was  established  because  of 
concerns  regarding  the  instability  of  Barnstable  County’s  employment 
rate,  as  well  as  negative  business  perceptions  of  the  area  and  the  loss  of 
one  thousand  manufacturing  jobs  betwen  1988  and  1990  in  Barnstable 
County. 
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The  Assembly  was  asked  to  consider  abolishing  the  Barnstable 
County  Hospital  and  through  the  concerned  efforts  of  many,  Barnstable 
County  Hospital  remains  open  providing  the  extremely  fine  care  and 
service  so  important  to  residents  within  Barnstable  County. 

The  Assembly  of  Delegates  approved  an  ordinance  that  authorized 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  use  within  the  Department  of  Health, 
Human  Services  and  the  Environment  and  to  make  renovations  and 
improvements  to  the  laboratory  facilities  in  the  Superior  Courthouse. 
With  the  new  equipment  and  improvements,  the  County  Health 
Department  will  purchase  an  Atamoic  Absorption  Spectrometer  with 
Graphite  Furnace  that  will  enable  the  County  to  test  water  within  the 
parameters  of  the  new  Water  Quality  Act.  Under  the  new  Water  Quality 
Act  the  equipment  must  be  sensitive  enough  to  detect  15  parts  per  billion 
(ppb)  rather  than  the  previously  required  50  ppb.  The  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  provided  this  test  in  the  past. 
However,  due  to  cutbacks  in  the  State  this  service  is  no  longer  available. 

The  Assembly  of  Delegates,  through  nine  adopted  resolutions, 
continued  its  involvement  with  the  MWRA  Boston  Outfall  Tunnell, 
requested  information  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  on  the 
Upper  Cape  Cancer  Incidence  Study,  and  encouraged  the  Office  of  the 
District  Attorney,  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth,  federal 
law  enforcement  agencies  and  the  Courts  to  prosecute  hate  crime  cases 
to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law. 

Committees  dealt  with  the  on-going  questions  relating  to  the  clean-up 
and  restoration  programs  at  the  Massachusetts  Military  Reservation 
(MMR)  and  had  numerous  discussions  with  staff  at  the  MMR  that  may 
lead  to  holistic  approach  for  environmental  review  at  the  Base. 

In  addition  to  its  Assembly  committees.  Delegates  also  serve  on  other 
Barnstable  County  committees:  Bays  Legal  Fund  Board  of  Trustees, 
Barnstable  County  Technical  Advisory  Dredge  Committee,  Coastal 
Resources  Committee,  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  Compliance 
Team,  Hospital  Review  Committee,  Energy  Task  Force  and  the 
Economic  Development  Council. 

On  November  3,  1992,  15  Delegates  were  elected  to  serve  during  the 
third  session  of  the  Barnstable  Assembly  of  Delegates.  Eight  Delegates 
returned  to  serve  on  the  Assembly  and  seven  new  Delegates  were 
elected.  Delegates  George  D.  Bryant  (Provincetown),  Joan  Condit 
(Yarmouth),  Mary  C.  Smith  (Orleans),  and  Susan  V.  Walker(Sandwich) 
will  serve  for  their  third  consecutive  session  of  the  Assembly  of 
Delegates. 
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Your  Delegate  did  not  seek  re-election  to  the  third  session  of  the 
Barnstable  County  Assembly  of  Delegates.  At  this  time  I  would  like  to 
thank  the  voters  of  Harwich  and  the  various  Town  Officials  and 
Departments  for  all  the  support  given  to  me  as  a  member  of  the 
Assembly.

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Report  of  the 

Bike  Path  Study  Committee 


This  Committee  was  rejuvenated  in  the  fall  of  1991  when  passage  of 
the  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (ISTEA) 
reauthorized  federal  expenditure  of  gas  tax  revenues  for  other  than 
highway  financing.  An  independent  bicycle  path  proposal  such  as  ours  is 
specifically  identified  as  the  type  of  project  eligible  for  funding  with 
ISTEA  money. 

We  envision  a  branch  of  the  existing  Cape  Cod  Rail  Trail  running 
along  the  former  Old  Colony  Railroad  right  of  way  from  west  of  Harwich 
Center  to  the  High  School  in  Chatham.  The  Chatham  Bikeways 
Committee  is  agressively  pursuing  their  portion  of  the  project  from  the 
Chatham  line  near  Morton  road. 

The  importance  of  this  project  to  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  almost  a  60% 
increase  in  safe,  paved  path  dedicated  to  bicycles  and  pedestrians.  This 
new  trail  promises  enhanced  recreational  use  through  several  areas  of 
conservation  land,  increased  visitor  traffic  to  Harwich  and  a  safer 
commuting  corridor  consistent  with  the  Harwich  Master  Plan  for 
community  facilities  and  services. 

Since  the  existing  town  land  under  the  original  trackbed  layout  is  over 
80'  wide,  an  adjacent  equestrian  path  could  be  developed  to  increase  the 
base  of  potential  users  of  the  trail. 

The  Bike  Path  Study  Committee  also  supports  changes  to  the  Rail 
Trail  crossing  complex  at  Rt.  124,  Rt.  6  and  Headwaters  Drive  to  alleviate 
the  present  dangers  to  trail  users  along  the  shared  roadway.

Disability  Rights  Committee 


It’s  been  another  busy  year  for  the  members  of  this  committee.  We 
started  in  January,  meeting  with  the  Town  Administrator  to  discuss  the 
implementation  and  the  increased  workload  for  this  committee  when  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  becomes  effective  in  July  of  1992.  The 
committee,  with  Mr.  Melville’s  help,  designed  a  survey  that  would  clarify 
areas  where  town  services  and  programs  were  already  in  compliance, 
and  areas  where  there  is  still  work  to  be  done. 

The  May  Town  Meeting  was  once  again  equipped  with  an  Assistive 
Listening  Device,  generously  loaned  by  the  Cape  Organization  for  the 
Rights  of  Disabled.  There  were  sign  language  interpreters  in  attendance 
each  night.  Town  meeting  attendees  passed  the  Handicapped  Parking 
Bylaw  with  no  discussion.  This  bylaw  came  to  fruition  after  much  work 
by  members  of  the  Disability  Committee  and  Chief  of  Police  William 
Greenwood.  Enactment  of  the  HP  Bylaw  was  quite  a  challenge  for 
Building  Inspector  George  Arsenault,  who  proved  up  to  the  task. 

The  summer  months  were  spent  negotiating  to  bring  a  donated  print 
enlarger  into  the  Brooks  Free  Library.  This  generous  gift  was  made  by 
Dr.  Larry  Clifford  and  was  graciously  accepted  by  the  library  trustees 
and  Mrs.  Betsy  Ferris. 

Throughout  the  year  the  committee  has  continued  to  hold  public 
meetings,  informational  gatherings,  and  members  have  attended 
workshops  and  seminars  to  keep  abreast  of  the  many  details  inherent  in 
disability  issues  and  laws. 

Work  was  completed  on  the  Brooks  Park  Restrooms,  and  the  Town 
Hall  to  bring  both  into  compliance  with  present  disability  standards. 

It  was  during  this  year  that  Mr.  Melville  notified  all  town  committees 
that  they  must  hold  meetings  in  accessible  locations. 

This  committee  has  representatives  working  with  the  E-911 
Committee,  and  it  is  making  every  effort  to  be  available  to  the  Recreation 
and  Youth  Commissions,  and  the  Brooks  Free  Library  Trustees  as  they 
go  about  developing  plans  to  make  programs  and  services  more 
accessible  in  Harwich. 

Under  the  heading  of  “ongoing  activities”  members  of  the  Disability 
Committee  are  working  in  concert  with  others  across  the  Cape  to 
develop  a  curriculum  that  could  be  used  to  discuss  disability  issues  in  the 
schools.  We  are  participating  with  other  disability  committees  to  develop 
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a  Cape-wide  census  type  survey.  The  purpose  of  this  survey  will  be  to 
gather  information  on  the  numbers,  types  of  disabilities,  and  services 
available  or  needed  by  people  on  Cape  Cod. 

It  is  important  to  acknowledge  organizations  and  individuals  who  have 
worked  to  make  Harwich  more  accessible.  Those  include  the 
Selectmen,  Town  Administrator/ AD  A  Officer  Wayne  Melville,  Chief 
William  Greenwood,  Building  Inspector  George  Arsenault,  Sight  Loss 
Services,  Albro  House,  and  the  Cape  Organization  for  Rights  of  the 
Disabled.  Without  their  help,  many  of  these  accomplishments  would  not 
have  been  possible. 

Last  but  not  least,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Disability 
Committee  for  their  time  and  energy.  I  would  also  like  to  acknowledge 
the  help  and  support  we  continue  to  receive  from  the  Harwich 
community  at  large. 

We  have  traveled  far  in  the  past  year  but  there  is  still  a  lot  of  work  to  be 
done.  We  hope  you  will  join  us  as  we  seek  to  make  Harwich  an  even 
more  accessible  place  in  which  to  live.

A  major  emphasis  of  the  school  system  in  1992  was  the  review  of  the 
six  National  Goals  for  Education  for  the  year  2000.  Each  of  the  goals 
was  reviewed  at  a  school  committee  meeting  in  the  winter  and  spring 
with  educators,  parents  and  citizens  making  suggestions  for  activities 
and  programs  to  be  implemented  in  Harwich  to  reach  the  goals  by  the 
year  2000.  Parents  completed  a  survey  of  school  services  and  programs 
in  the  spring.  The  results  of  that  survey  were  also  helpful  in  planning  for 
the  future. 

Goal  #1:  Readiness  for  School:  Harwich  will  strive  to  implement  full- 
day  kindergarten  programs  by  the  year  2000.  One  session  was  begun  in 
the  fall  of  1992;  another  is  planned  for  the  fall  of  1993. 

Goal  #2:  High  School  Completion:  Harwich  will  continue  to  graduate 
well  over  90%  of  its  students  and  maintain  its  dropout  rate  at  less  than 
4%.  (Both  of  these  figures  are  already  far  better  than  national  averages.) 

Goal  #3:  Student  Achievement  and  Citizenship:  Harwich  will  continue 
to  offer  a  well-balanced  curriculum  and  continue  its  periodic  review  to 
ensure  that  the  curriculum  meets  the  needs  of  students  who  will  enter 
the  world  of  work  in  the  21st  century.  The  curriculum  will  be 
strengthened  to  enable  students  to  become  knowledgeable  about  the 
diverse  cultural  heritage  of  our  community,  nation  and  world. 

Goal  #4:  Science  and  Mathematics:  Harwich  will  continue  to 
emphasize  the  improvement  of  science  and  mathematics  instruction  in 
the  elementary  and  middle  grades.

Goal  #5:  Adult  Literacy  and  Lifelong  Learning:  Harwich  will  continue 
its  involvement  with  the  business  community  and  community  at  large  to 
engage  our  students  in  activities  which  will  enhance  the  knowledge  and 
skills  they  will  need  to  become  responsible  citizens  and  lifelong  learners. 

Goal  #6:  Safe,  Disciplined,  and  Drug-Free  Schools:  With  support  from 
the  Harwich  Advisory  Council  of  the  Governor’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs 
and  the  Harwich  Police  Department  such  programs  as  the  D.A.R.E. 
Program  for  students  and  workshops  for  teachers  and  parents  will  be 
provided.  Disciplinary  rules  and  regulations  will  be  reviewed, 
strengthened  where  necessary,  and  enforced  to  ensure  that  our  schools 
are  safe,  supportive  environments  in  which  adults  and  youngsters  can 
engage  in  learning. 

Through  the  sponsorship  of  the  Harwich  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Governor’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs  and  the  Harwich  Junior  Women’s 
Club,  and  the  partnership  with  the  Harwich  Police  Department,  the 
D.A.R.E.  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education)  Program  was  begun  at  the 
middle  school  and  the  elementary  school.  We  greatly  appreciate  the 
services  of  Officers  Jack  Mawn  and  Mike  Eldredge  in  conducting  this 
excellent  educational  program  in  our  schools. 

The  fall  of  1992  saw  the  emergence  once  again  of  discussions  about 
regionalization  with  Chatham.  Over  the  past  three  years  in  particular, 
a  variety  of  collaborative  efforts  between  Harwich  and  Chatham 
teachers  and  students  were  initiated.  Serious  discussion  of  regionalizing 
began  when  the  Chatham  School  Committee  formally  asked  the 
Harwich  School  Committee  in  November  to  consider  it.  One  open 
forum  was  held  in  December  and  another  is  planned  for  January  1993.  A 
decision  about  whether  or  not  to  proceed  with  planning  a  regional  school 
district  will  be  made  in  1993. 

Matthew  B.  Ford  was  the  1992  recipient  of  the  superintendent’s 
Certificate  of  Academic  Excellence.  Matt  is  a  member  of  the 
National  Honor  Society  and  Captain  of  the  Golf  Team.  He  received 
recognition  by  The  Cape  Codder  for  his  academic  achievement  by  being 
selected  a  Cape  Cod  Academic  All-Star  every  year  since  his  freshman 
year.  His  future  plans  include  college  and  studying  in  the  humanities. 

As  1992  drew  to  a  close,  Marc  Dupuis,  our  Business  Manager, 
announced  his  resignation  to  take  over  the  responsibilities  of  Business 
Manager  for  the  Falmouth  Public  Schools.  With  Marc’s  expertise,  we 
successfully  completed  a  13  million  dollar  building  project,  significantly 
altered  the  maintenance  of  our  facilities,  and  completely  computerized 
the  record  keeping  of  our  business  office.  We  thank  Marc  for  his  five 
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years  of  service  to  the  Harwich  Public  Schools  and  wish  him  well  in 
Falmouth. 

The  reports  that  follow  provide  information  about  specific  subsections 
of  our  school  system.  Added  this  year  to  the  usual  reports  of  the 
principals  of  the  elementary,  middle  and  high  schools,  Director  of  Pupil 
Personnel  Services  (including  special  education),  and  the  business 
manager  are  reports  from  the  director  of  our  extended  day  programs 
and  the  community  coordinator  for  the  Early  Childhood  Advisory 
Council. 


ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  Harwich  Elementary  School  opened  its  doors  to  605  students  this 
past  September.  Forty-eight  (48)  new  students  arrived  over  the  summer. 
To  facilitate  larger  numbers,  an  additional  kindergarten  and  first  grade 
class  were  added. 

Our  faculty  welcomed  back  Mrs.  Jeanne  Barker  to  our  kindergarten 
program.  Miss  Amy  Gordon  has  joined  us  to  fill  the  position  vacated  by 
Sandra  Esterson  who  has  moved  on  to  a  principalship  in  the  town  of 
Orange.  The  school  community  would  like  to  express  its  appreciation  to 
Sandy  for  her  many  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  students  of  Harwich. 
Mr.  Marvin  Stout  has  moved  to  the  elementary  level  and  returned  to  his 
role  as  a  school  psychologist.  His  knowledge  and  experience  will  benefit 
parents,  students,  and  teachers.  Miss  Rebecca  Virkler  joined  our  first 
grade  team  as  its  instructional  assistant.  She  replaces  Mrs.  Anne  Moore 
who  has  moved  on  to  teach  at  the  Brewster  Elementary  School. 

Our  school’s  academic  program  remains  strong  despite  increases  in 
class  size  and  budgetary  restrictions.  Grades  3  and  4  classrooms  have 
25-26  students.  The  lower  grades,  1  and  2,  average  20-23  students.  This 
year  marks  the  addition  of  our  first  full  day  kindergarten  program. 

Our  Library  Media  Center  lost  its  instructional  assistant  because  of 
budgetary  cut-backs.  As  a  result,  our  Library/Media  Center  must  be 
closed  for  periods  of  time. 

Our  school  continues  to  support  the  inclusion  of  children  with  special 
educational  needs  in  the  least  restrictive  settings.  Classroom  and  special 
educators  are  working  in  co-teaching  situations  teaming  together  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  children.  I  applaud  their  efforts  to  provide  the  best 
possible  education  for  all  students. 

The  Elementary  School’s  program  extends  beyond  the  school  day 
with  its  School  Age  Childcare  programs.  These  high  quality  enrichment 
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programs  are  very  successful  and  enrich  the  lives  of  our  students. 

Community  volunteers  continue  to  support  our  efforts.  Senior 
citizens,  our  PTA,  and  friends  of  our  school  participate  on  a  daily  basis. 
This  assistance  comes  in  many  forms:  direct  work  with  students,  clerical 
support  for  teachers,  helping  on  field  trips  and  events,  leading  special 
projects  such  as  our  Stamp  Club,  Science-By-Mail,  and  Student  Post 
Office.  There  is  no  way  to  adequately  acknowledge  all  those  who  give  so 
freely  of  their  time.  Students,  faculty,  and  staff  express  their  appreciation 
annually  at  our  Volunteer  Tea  in  June. 

Our  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council  continues  to  grow  and  provide 
increased  support  to  our  town’s  youngest  citizens. 

Our  faculty  and  staff  deserve  and  receive  the  respect  and  appreciation 
of  our  parents  and  community.  Their  tireless  effort  to  provide  the  best 
possible  education  for  each  student  is  remarkable.  The  caring  and 
support  that  they  provide  nurtures  children  and  promotes  self-esteem 
and  the  development  of  good  decision-making  skills. 

The  Harwich  Elementary  School  benefits  from  the  encouragement 
and  support  of  Superintendent  Ferris  and  our  School  Committee.  We 
thank  them  for  their  leadership  and  guidance.

MIDDLE  SCHOOL 

The  Middle  School  continues  to  offer  a  comprehensive  program  to  all 
students  in  Grades  5  through  8. 

In  addition  to  the  academic  subjects  of  Math,  Reading,  Science,  Social 
Studies  and  Language  Arts  (and  Foreign  Language  in  Grade  8),  all 
students  receive  instruction  in  Unified  Arts  subjects  of  Art  or  Music, 
Physical  Education,  Health,  Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economic  and 
Computer  Science. 

Our  committed  teachers  continue  to  make  successful  efforts  to 
integrate  content  areas  such  as  Science  and  Social  Studies  with  the  skill 
subject  areas  of  Reading,  Writing  and  Math  through  the  implementation 
of  interdisciplinary  thematic  units. 

Our  enrollment  began  in  September  at  430  students  and  is  increasing. 
This  will  require  the  addition  of  a  full  time  Foreign  Language  teacher  and 
an  Industrial  Arts  teacher  next  year  in  order  to  maintain  the  quality  and 
range  of  our  current  offerings. 
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We  continue  to  expand  the  technological  application  to  instruction.  In 
addition  to  our  satellite  dish  which  enables  us  to  engage  in  interactive 
teleconferences,  we  have  networked  several  classes  to  the  computer  lab 
and  look  forward  to  the  use  of  technology  in  classroom  instruction. 

Finally  we  welcomed  several  new  staff  members  to  our  school  in 
September:  Debbie  Darson,  School  Adjustment  Counselor;  Julia 
Marshall,  Grade  7  Geography  teacher;  Denise  Ring,  Grade  8  Math 
teacher  and  Peggy  Chase,  our  new  Assistant  Principal. 

The  Harwich  Middle  School  community  appreciates  the  continued 
support  it  has  received  from  the  parents.  School  Committee  and 
community  at  large.

—  revision  of  the  master  scheduling  process  to  provide 
additional  flexibility 

—  the  development  of  a  collaborative  junior  thesis  in 
English  and  social  studies  utilizing  computers  obtained 
with  a  $16,000  grant 

—  steps  taken  to  expand  and  improve  the  library’s 
collections  of  print  and  non-print  material 

—  implementation  of  a  long-range  plan  for  maintenance 
and  repair  of  facilities  and  equipment 

—  provisions  for  new,  larger  administrative  offices  and 
guidance  facility 

—  the  substantial  number  of  projects  undertaken  to 
improve  and  refurbish  school  facilities  and  instructional 
areas. 

The  school  will  be  evaluated  in  the  calendar  year  1997.  Schools 
due  for  evaluation  in  1997  must  submit  an  Application  for 
Evaluation  by  June  15, 1995.  Applications  will  be  mailed  to  member 
schools  in  early  May  of  that  year.  The  Commission  also  requests 
■  that  it  be  notified  of  any  substantive  change  which  may  occur  in  the 
school  prior  to  the  decennial  evaluation.  For  your  convenience,  we 
have  enclosed  a  copy  of  the  substantive  change  policy.

PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

Guidance  Services 

The  Guidance  Staff  consists  of  one  full-time  Guidance  Director  who 
also  serves  as  a  full-time  high  school  counselor,  one  additional  high 
school  counselor,  one-half  time  Middle  School  counselor,  and  one  full¬ 
time  guidance  secretary.  The  staff  provides  the  services  usually 
associated  with  middle  and  secondary  guidance  programs.  This  includes 
transition  from  the  Middle  to  High  School;  college,  vocational,  and 
personal  counseling;  college  placement  assistance;  scheduling;  student 
course  selection;  testing;  special  education  referral;  dissemination  of 
college  and  career  information;  enrollment  of  new  students; 
coordination  of  visits  from  college  representatives;  consultation  with 
parents,  and  teachers;  report  card  preparation;  record 
updating/storage;  and,  provides  information  and  assistance  to  parents. 
The  Guidance  Department  puts  out  a  yearly  newsletter:  The  Cranberry 
Scoop’. 

Many  special  and  diverse  programs  are  also  provided  through  the 
Guidance  Office. 

1.  Financial  Aid  workshop  for  12th  grade  students  and  parents. 

2.  Armed  Services  career  presentation  to  Seniors. 

3.  Business  and  Technical  career  presentations  arranged  for 
classroom  teachers. 

4.  A.S.V.A.B.  testing  for  interested  students  in  grades  10-11-12. 

5.  Participation  in  All  Cape  College  Day  for  11th  and  12th  grades. 

6.  Maintaining  library  of  career  and  college  reference  materials  which 
includes  both  video  and  laser  disc  displays. 
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Special  Education 

All  schools  have  a  referral  process  comprised  of  the  School 
Psychologist,  Counselor,  Adjustment  Counselor,  Regular  and  Special 
Education  Teachers.  The  purpose  of  this  team  is  to  ensure  that  all 
regular  education  alternatives  are  utilized  prior  to  referral  for  special 
education  procedures.  The  Harwich  Public  Schools  continue  to  develop 
classes  that  are  geared  toward  the  learning  styles  of  all  students. 

When  formal  referral  and  remediation  is  necessary,  the  goal  of  the 
department  is  to  provide  services  in  the  least  restrictive  environment. 
Consequently,  the  regular  classroom  and  special  education  teachers  are 
increasingly  working  together  in  order  to  provide  educational 
experiences  which  will  enhance  the  learning  process  for  all  children. 

At  the  Elementary  School,  there  has  been  an  increasing  effort  to 
mainstream  special  education  students  within  the  regular  classroom 
environment.  In  order  to  initiate  this  effort,  teachers,  specialist  and  aides 
have  adopted  a  more  generic  model  in  order  to  meet  the  diverse  needs  of 
the  students.  When  necessary,  special  needs  students  receive  services 
in  small  group  settings.  However  the  goal  of  the  program  is  to  reintegrate 
these  children  whenever  possible.  These  services  include  remediation  in 
reading,  written  language,  math,  and  handwriting. 

The  mainstreaming  effort  has  reached  into  the  Middle  School  with 
special  educators  spending  a  portion  of  their  day  co-teaching  in  the 
regular  classroom.  Remediation  at  the  middle  and  secondary  level  is 
more  closely  tied  to  the  curriculum.  The  Middle  School’s  team  concept 
has  lead  to  increasing  classroom  adaptations  for  regular  and  special 
needs  students.  Study  skills  and  modification  of  classroom  activities  are 
essential  to  the  child’s  success.  At  the  High  School,  restructuring  of 
smaller  regular  education  classes  has  met  the  needs  of  many  students 
who  may  have  otherwise  needed  special  education  services. 

Screening  programs  are  administered  to  pre-schoolers  along  with 
children  in  regular  kindergarten. 

Motor  Development 

Developmental  motor  training  is  provided  to  those  children  whose 
gross  motor  skills  (running,  jumping,  skipping)  and  fine  motor  skills 
(ability  to  manipulate  small  objects/pencils,  scissors)  are  delayed  for 
their  age.  Motor  development  is  individual  to  each  child,  relating  to  that 
child’s  readiness  for  learning. 

Some  children  have  delayed  or  disordered  visual  perceptual  skills. 
Remediation  is  provided  to  those  children  who  need  to  build  a  base  of 
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visual  perceptual  skills  essential  to  early  learning.  These  skills  would 
include  visual  attending  (directing  sustained  attention  to  an  activity), 
visual  discrimination  (distinguishing  between  objects  according  to  size, 
shape,  color,  position),  visual  memory  and  sequencing.  These  activities 
are  being  increasingly  adapted  to  regular  education  classroom  activities. 

Occupational  Therapy 

Occupational  Therapy  services  focus  in  on  the  student’s  ability  to 
perform  functional  arm/hand  skills  needed  for  everyday  academics,  and 
sensory  processing  of  information  for  learning.  Specific  areas  of 
remediation  include: 

1.  Sensory  integration. 

2.  Developmental  progressions. 

3.  Self-care  abilities  related  to  success  in  school. 

4.  Organizational/sequence  training  as  well  as  compensatory  skills  to 
enhance  activities  of  daily  living. 

5.  Consultation  with  the  team  members. 

6.  Equipment/classroom  modifications  to  foster  educational  success. 

Physical  Therapy 

Physical  Therapy  is  provided  to  those  students  whose  physical  ability 
to  function  in  and  around  the  educational  setting  is  hindered  by  reasons 
of  developmental  delays,  orthopedic  or  neurological  pathologies. 
Services  are  designed  to  assist  in  developing  the  student’s  potential  for 
all  education  related  activities.  Among  these  activities  are  mobility  within 
the  school  setting  (i.e.,  transitioning  between  bus  to  school,  class  to 
class);  the  ability  to  sit  and  attend  in  the  classroom;  and  participation 
with  peers  in  gross  motor  play;  and  physical  education  programs.  Parent 
training  and  follow  through  are  integral  aspects  of  P.T.  services. 

Speech 

The  students  with  whom  the  Speech/Language  Therapists  work  have 
varied  concerns:  language  delays,  learning  problems,  hearing 
impairments,  voice  or  fluency  difficulties,  and/or  articulation  problems. 
In  cooperation  with  other  specialists,  the  therapists  complete  speech 
and  language  evaluations  and  screen  pre-schoolers  and  kindergarten 
students.  The  Speech  Therapists  provide  services  within  the  classroom 
and  consult  with  classroom  teachers  about  possible  modifications  to 
answer  specific  needs.  In  addition,  they  meet  with  parents  to  help  with 
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promoting  growth  in  speech  and  language,  and  monitor  the  classroom 
performance  of  students  who  have  recently  been  dismissed  from  the 
program. 

School  Psychologists/ Adjustment  Counselor 

The  School  Psychologists  are  involved  in  the  following  activities: 

1.  Provide  individual  and  group  counseling  upon  referrals  from 
teachers,  parents,  and  students. 

2.  Assess  intellectual  and  educational  strength/weaknesses  of 
children  in  order  to  determine  relative  achievement  and  aptitudes, 
and  to  describe  individual  learning  style  preferences. 

3.  Assist  school  staff  in  formulating  and  specifying  appropriate 
individual  plans  for  educational  and  behavioral  management. 

4.  Recommend  appropriate  educational  and  psychological 
remediation  for  children  with  special  needs  in  ways  to 
accommodate  their  unique  learning  and  psychological  needs. 

5.  Provide  consultative  services  to  assist  school  staff  members  to 
better  understand  behavior  and  learning  patterns  of  children  and 
to  apply  these  understandings  in  promoting  an  improved  climate 
for  learning. 

6.  Serve  in  a  liaison  relationship  between  school  and  community 

'  resources/ agencies  in  the  understanding  and  treatment  of  learning 

and  behavior  difficulties  in  order  to  help  students  maximize  their 
potential. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  listed  above,  the  Adjustment  Counselor  has 
enabled  the  system  to  expand  its  services  in  the  areas  of  individual,  and 
group  counseling.  Family  casework,  and  coordination  with  social  service 
agencies  will  enable  the  Harwich  Schools  to  work  on  home-school  issues 
with  the  goal  of  helping  students  adjust  to  the  school  environment. 

Pre-School  Services 

The  Harwich  Schools  have  developed  two  pre-school  programs  in 
order  to  address  a  wider  variety  of  special  needs  concerns.  The  morning 
program  is  for  students  that  are  more  developmentally  delayed  and  the 
afternoon  program  is  for  students  who  need  integrated  activities.  A 
variety  of  specialists  work  with  these  3  and  4-year-olds  in  specific  areas  of 
concern.  Entry  for  regular  students  in  the  mainstreamed  class  is  by 
lottery. 
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Health  Services 

The  nursing  department  is  comprised  of  two  full  time  nurses  and  two 
health  aides.  Responsibilities  include:  administering  first  aid; 
dispensation  of  medication;  screening  for  eyes,  ears,  and  postural 
deficits;  registration-medical  records;  flouride  treatments;  assisting  the 
school  physician/dentist  with  formal  medical/dental  examinations; 
health  education;  counseling;  and  serving  as  a  team  member  for  special 
education  evaluations. 

Chapter  I 

Chapter  I  is  a  federally  funded  program  which  provides  extra  help  in 
reading  and  math.  Children  are  considered  for  Chapter  I  services  based 
on  classroom  teacher  recommendation  and  the  results  of  standardized 
testing.  For  the  last  few  years,  the  program  has  emphasized  higher  level 
reading  comprehension  and  math  problem  solving  skills.  Services  are 
available  in  Grades  1-6. 

Children  receive  20-30  minutes  of  extra  instruction  3-5  times  a  week 
both  in  a  small-group  setting  (4-6  children)  and  in  the  regular  classroom. 
Chapter  I  supplements  regular  classroom  instruction  and  the  teacher  is 
in  contact  with  the  classroom  teacher  to  assure  that  each  child’s 
educational  needs  are  being  met.  A  change  in  the  Federal  requirements 
(Incidental  Inclusion)  has  allowed  a  wider  range  of  instructional  options 
in  order  to  more  effectively  meet  the  educational  needs  of  students.  In 
Harwich,  this  choice  has  allowed  us  to  utilize  the  Chapter  One  staff 
within  the  regular  class  aiding  in  our  goal  of  mainstreaming  students 
whenever  possible. 

Parents  are  an  important  part  of  the  Chapter  I  program.  They  are 
urged  to  participate  through  membership  in  the  Chapter  I  Parent  Group; 
classroom  visits;  participation  in  informational  programs;  parent 
workshops;  and  parent/teacher  conferences.

BUSINESS  MANAGER 

The  school  department  budget  continues  to  feel  the  effects  of  a  poor 
local,  state,  and  national  economy.  The  fiscal  year  1993  school  budget, 
that  was  passed  at  the  1992  town  meeting,  reflected  a  0.6%  total  increase. 
This,  combined  with  the  1.0%  budget  increase  in  fiscal  year  1992,  has 
adversely  affected  the  Harwich  School  Department  in  a  variety  of  ways. 
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namely  reductions  have  been  made  in  staffing  levels,  programs,  and 
supplies.  The  school  department  budget  over  the  past  two  years  has 
become  comprised  more  and  more  of  salaries  and  other  fixed  costs, 
leaving  a  minimum  amount  of  discretionary  funds  in  the  budget. 
Hopefully  the  fiscal  year  1994  budget  which  proposes  a  6.4%  increase  will 
be  approved  in  order  that  the  school  department  may  address  many  of 
the  system’s  needs  that  have  been  postponed  or  delayed  over  the  past 
two  years. 

The  school  department  business  office  has  continued  to  operate 
efficiently  over  the  past  year  with  its  goal  continuing  to  be  to  provide  the 
best  service  possible  in  the  most  efficient  manner.  Much  of  the  credit  in 
achieving  this  goal  goes  to  Susan  Stoltz,  bookkeeper,  whose  dedication 
and  hard  work  result  in  a  very  positive  and  productive  office  which 
services  the  entire  school  department.  Over  the  past  year  the  business 
office  has  continued  its  attempts  to  expand  in  the  area  of 
computerization  and  to  stay  up  to  date  in  all  the  developments  in  the  field 
of  school  business  administration.  I  am  sure  this  effort  will  continue  in  the 
future  as  it  is  anticipated  there  will  be  many  changes  in  the  field  of 
educational  finance,  particularly  in  light  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  anticipated  educational  reform  legislation. 

One  of  the  areas  of  the  school  department  most  affected  by  the 
aforementioned  budget  reductions  has  been  the  custodial/maintenance 
department.  Over  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  an  elimination  of 
three  and  one  half  (3.5)  positions  from  this  department.  These 
reductions  have  left  the  department  with  a  staff  of  seventeen  (17),  which 
is  one  individual  more  than  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  middle  school. 
Despite  these  staffing  reductions,  the  school  buildings  continue  to  be 
well  maintained  and  clean.  Much  credit  with  regards  to  the  condition  of 
the  buildings  goes  to  the  dedicated  maintenance/custodial  staff  which  is 
coordinated  by  Tony  DeMartino.  Building  maintenance  continues  to  be 
a  top  priority  of  the  school  committee  and  administration;  all  efforts  will 
be  made  to  maintain  the  schools  in  their  present  condition.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  all  the  energy-related  projects  —  windows,  lighting,  heat 
conversions,  and  new  roofs  —  are  reflecting  positively  in  the  energy 
accounts  of  the  budget.  Over  the  past  two  years  most  energy  accounts 
have  been  reduced,  and  this  is  directly  related  to  the  building 
improvements  done  as  part  of  the  building  renovation  projects.  This  past 
summer  all  school  department  phones  were  converted  to  a  centrex 
system  which  has  proven  to  be  very  successful  as  well  as  reducing  the 
system  telephone  costs. 

The  food  service  program,  for  the  first  time  in  recent  memory,  ran  at  a 
profit  over  last  school  year.  This  was  achieved  through  the  very  hard 
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work  of  the  entire  staff  but  particularly  Jeff  Smith,  food  service  director. 
The  past  few  years’  efforts  have  focused  on  improving  the  offerings  in  the 
program  by  expanding  the  daily  menu,  expanding  the  ala  carte  offerings, 
while  at  the  same  time  maintaining  a  high  level  of  nutritional  value  in  the 
food  being  sold.  These  efforts  have  certainly  paid  off,  as  each  year 
participation  has  increased  and  the  image  of  the  program  has  improved. 
It  is  certainly  expected  that  this  trend  will  continue,  as  the  groundwork 
has  been  laid  for  the  continuation  of  a  very  stable  solvent  school  lunch 
program. 

The  transportation  system  within  the  school  department  continues  to 
operate  very  smoothly,  particularly  because  of  the  excellent  working 
relationships  between  the  contractors  (Robert  Joy  &  Son,  Skip’s  Taxi, 
and  Laidlaw)  and  the  school  department.  Despite  the  increases  in 
enrollment,  there  have  been  very  minor  changes  over  the  past  year,  with 
the  exception  of  the  pre-school  bus  route.  The  majority  of  the  bus 
contracts  will  be  in  effect  through  June  1995,  and  it  is  anticipated  the 
present  bussing  structure  will  certainly  meet  the  needs  of  the  Harwich 
Schools  through  the  term  of  the  contracts. 

I  would  like  to  close  by  expressing  my  continued  appreciation  to  all 
employees,  both  school  department  and  others,  who  help  make  the 
business  operation  of  the  Harwich  Schools  successful.  Through 
cooperation  and  good  working  relationships,  many  things  have  been 
accomplished  over  the  past  few  years,  and  I  would  certainly  expect  that 
level  of  accomplishment  to  continue  in  the  future.

HARWICH  EXTENDED  DAY  PROGRAMS 

The  Harwich  Extended  Day  Programs  are  self-supporting,  fee-based 
programs  sponsored  by  the  Harwich  Public  Schools  involving 
Kindergarten  through  the  8th  Grade. 

HISTORY 

The  Harwich  Extended  Day  Programs  began  in  the  fall  of  1989  as  the 
Harwich  After  School  Program  for  Kindergarten  through  6th  grade.  This 
care  was  brought  about  after  a  group  of  citizens  approached  the 
Superintendent  over  the  concern  for  “latchkey  children”.  A  needs 
survey  was  conducted  by  the  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council  and  the 
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program  began  with  8  students  and  two  staff  members  meeting  at  the 
Elementary  School  until  5:30  P.M. 

In  the  fall  of  1990,  Extended  Kindergarten  Care  was  added  as  well  as 
Before  School  Care  to  accommmodate  working  parents.  These 
programs  began  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Office  for  children.  In  the 
summer  of  1991,  also  assisted  by  a  grant,  summer  vacation  care  was 
offered.  The  Elementary  School  based  programs  are  now  open  year 
round  except  for  legal  holidays,  weekends,  and  holiday  vacation. 

The  Middle  School  is  the  home  of  two  new  programs  that  began  in  the 
fall  of  1992.  The  Adventure  Seekers,  an  after  school  club  for  5th  and  6th 
graders,  and  the  Enrichment  Courses  for  grades  5  through  8. 

PHILOSOPHY 

The  Harwich  Extended  Day  Programs  endeavor  to  establish  a 
creative  environment  where  students  can  explore  their  interests  and 
discover  new  ones  in  a  cooperative,  non-violent  setting.  Students  are 
offered  an  opportunity  to  build  friendships,  develop  self-esteem,  work 
cooperatively  and  responsibly  in  a  safe,  trusting  environment. 

PROGRAMS 

The  Harwich  School  Age  Child  Care  Program  involves  Extended 
Kindergarten  Care,  After  School  Care,  School  Vacation  and  Summer 
vacation.  Activities  offered  include  arts  and  crafts,  music,  games,  sports, 
visits  from  special  artists,  field  trips  as  well  as  being  involved  in  local 
community  service  projects  including  regular  monthly  visits  to 
Rosewood  Manor. 

The  Adventure  Seekers  in  the  Middle  School  have  been  involved  in 
the  Cranberry  Harvest  Festival  Parade,  sponsored  a  Halloween  Party 
and  plan  on  doing  an  internship  with  children  at  the  May  Institute  as  well 
as  enjoying  arts  and  crafts,  sports,  games  and  the  creative  arts. 

The  Enrichment  Courses  run  for  three,  8-week  sessions  and  offer 
students  an  opportunity  to  dabble  at  an  interest.  Courses  that  have  been 
offered  include  jazz,  drama,  drawing,  pottery,  and  quilt-making.  A 
minimal  fee  is  paid  for  these  courses  and  scholarships  are  available  for 
those  students  who  are  interested  but  for  whom  the  cost  may  be 
prohibitive. 

A  FINAL  NOTE 

The  cooperative  efforts  of  many  individuals  have  added  to  the  success 
of  the  Harwich  Extended  Day  Programs.  The  School  Committee, 
teachers,  administrators,  parents,  secretarial  and  custodial  staff. 
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support  personnel  from  the  town  including  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  Selectmen,  and  the  bus  company  all  recognize  the  need  for  caring  for 
the  children  of  Harwich  after  their  official  day  of  school  has  ended. 
Through  this  additional  support,  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  fulfilling  a  need 
for  families  and  children  in  these  tough  economic  times.

EARLY  CHILDHOOD  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

The  Harwich  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council  is  composed  of 
approximately  thirty  teachers,  administrators,  day-care  providers, 
parents,  as  well  as  representatives  of  church  and  community  groups. 
The  mission  of  the  council,  which  is  cochaired  by  Marie  McKay  and 
Dawn  Brough,  is  to  bring  quality  programs  and  services  to  young 
children,  their  families,  and  day-care  providers  in  Harwich. 

The  programs  offered  by  the  council  in  1992  have  been  funded 
through  a  State  Department  of  Education  grant  as  administered  by  the 
Harwich  Public  Schools.  The  public  schools  also  provide  partial  funding 
for  our  program,  in-kind  services,  as  well  as  space  for  several  of  our  own 
on-going  programs. 

In  1992  we  offered  the  following  programs: 

.  .  .  The  “Make  Way  for  Kids”  preschool  located  in  the  Harwich 
Elementary  School  grew  last  year  to  provide  a  quality  program  for 
twenty-eight  children  of  lower  income  families. 

.  .  .  Training  for  day-care  providers  has  been  ongoing  with  topics 
such  as  Developmentally  Appropriate  Toys  and  books,  as  well  as 
Block  Building. 

.  .  .  Parent  education  programs  were  conducted,  including 
seminars  on  Nutrition  and  Health  as  well  as  Summer  Survival 
Programs. 

The  Harwich  Arts  Lottery  Council  enabled  fifty  children  to  attend  a 
performance  of  “Hansel  and  Gretel”  with  PASS  tickets  as  well  as  helped 
to  fund  a  paper-making  workshop  for  fifty  elementary  school  children. 

The  Early  Childhood  Information  Fair  entitled,  “Understanding  Our 
Children  and  Ourselves,”  drew  approximately  200  parents  and  day-care 
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providers  to  hear  a  key-note  speaker,  attend  workshops,  and  obtain 
information  about  services  through  displays. 

Our  council  conducted  a  needs  assessment  survey  to  determine  the 
current  need  for  services  for  young  children,  their  families,  and  day-care 
providers  in  Harwich. 

The  Playground  Committee  was  initiated  by  the  Early  Childhood 
Advisory  Council  members  and  has  now  formed  their  own  group, 
working  very  hard  to  raise  funds  for  a  playground  for  Harwich  children. 

A  “Community  Partnership  for  Children”  grant  application  was 
submitted  to  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  order  to  expand 
services  and  programs  for  young  children  in  Harwich.  On  December  8, 
1992,  we  were  notified  that  we  will  receive  $44,703  to  conduct  these 
programs  in  1993. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Harwich  community  as  well  as  to  the 
Harwich  Public  Schools  for  the  support  of  our  programs  in  1992.

Report  of  the 

School  Committee 


The  Harwich  Public  Schools  continue  to  provide  every  opportunity 
for  the  children  of  Harwich  to  obtain  an  excellent  education  from 
kindergarten  through  their  high  school  years. 

During  the  1992  school  year  we  have  made  significant  advances  in 
these  opportunities  through  ongoing  staff  development  programs, 
purchase  of  new  textbooks  and  related  instructional  supplies,  and  by 
constantly  re-evaluating,  or  revising,  all  existing  instructional  practices  in 
order  to  remain  on  target  with  the  many  educational  reforms  being 
recommended  or  mandated  at  the  State  or  National  levels.  To  this  end,  it 
is  important  that  our  schools  review  and  readjust  curriculum  in  order  to 
offer  their  students  the  most  topical  subject  matter  available.  In  keeping 
with  this  philosophy,  the  Harwich  Public  Schools,  through  its 
administration  and  faculty,  has  endeavored  to  undertake,  as  one  of  its 
primary  objectives,  a  systematic  and  continuous  program  of  curriculum 
development  throughout  the  school  year. 

Schools  and  society  have  come  a  long  way  from  the  days  of  simply 
teaching  the  three  “R’s.”  Although  these  are  still  of  prime  importance,  we 
have  had  to  continuously  revise  our  academic  programs  to  prepare  our 
students  for  today’s  technological  world.  Additionally,  over  the  past 
decade  local  school  systems  have  been  given  State  mandates  to  meet  all 
types  of  student  needs.  We  have  had  to  expand  or  initiate  programs  and 
services  for  students  with  physical  and/or  learning  handicaps,  provide 
counseling  for  those  with  emotional  needs,  develop  programs  which 
address  drug,  alcohol,  and  other  serious  health  issues.  Teachers  and 
administrators  are  now  required  to  deal  with  these  as  well  as  traditional 
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academic  areas  required  for  graduation.  There  is  no  question  that  these 
programs  and  services  are  important  to  every  child  and  are  vitally 
needed  for  those  families  in  crises. 

Although  we  continue  to  operate  in  a  fiscally  responsible  manner,  it 
appears  that  additional  reductions  requested  from  the  school  operating 
budget  in  FY92-FY93  have  adversely  affected  the  educational  and 
programmatic  gains  that  took  years  to  achieve.  Cutbacks  and 
reductions  caused  by  limited  financial  resources  during  the  past  two 
budget  cycles  have  resulted  in  a  list  of  staff  positions,  course  offerings, 
equipment  and  supply  needs,  and  significant  curriculum  services  that 
were  either  reduced  in  scope  or  totally  eliminated  from  the  school 
budget  accounts.  Specifically,  the  school  department  operating  budget 
for  fiscal  year  1993  increased  .6%  over  the  previous  FY92  budget  year, 
which  was  a  1.01%  increase  over  the  FY91  budget.  In  the  past  two  budget 
years  (FY92-93),  the  school  department  received  only  $110,639  in  new 
growth  with  which  to  support  education  for  1,350  students  (K-12).  If  this 
negative  funding  cycle  continues  into  the  future,  many  instructional 
programs  and  course  offerings  will  have  to  be  curtailed  at  all  levels,  and 
class  size  will  have  to  be  increased  throughout  the  school  system. 

Public  education  in  Harwich  is  at  a  crossroads.  The  decision  to  be 
made  by  parents  and  taxpayers  of  the  community  is:  Shall  we  further 
reduce  a  quality  school  system  with  an  effective  curriculum  so  that  we 
might  satisfy  our  dollar  consciousness,  or  should  we,  as  a  concerned 
community,  continue  to  prepare  our  youngsters  to  meet  the 
everchanging  technical  and  competitive  skills  market  for  the  decades 
ahead? 

We  members  of  the  school  committee,  administration,  and  staff 
acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  support  for  public  education  that  the 
citizens  of  Harwich  have  provided  in  previous  years,  and  we  are  hopeful 
that  your  support  will  continue  in  the  future;  the  future  of  Harwich  youth 
is  at  stake. 

Throughout  1992  members  of  the  Harwich  School  committee  and 
administrators  have  been  conducting  ongoing  meetings  with  Chatham 
to  investigate  ways  programs  could  be  merged  in  order  to  enhance  and 
strengthen  additional  educational  opportunities  for  students  in  both 
communities.  However,  interwoven  in  their  discussion  of  program 
cooperation  and  collaboration  was  the  central  theme  of  school 
regionalization.  On  December  14,  1992,  a  joint  school  committee 
meeting,  hosted  by  the  Chatham  School  Committee,  met  to  hear  a 
comprehensive  report  prepared  by  both  administrative  teams  which 
specifically  outlined  the  positive  and  negative  effects  regionalization 
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could  have  —  should  the  two  districts  decide  on  a  merger.  Ongoing 
discussions  and  community  forums  have  been  further  planned  for  early 
in  January  1993. 

At  the  annual  election  held  in  May,  1992,  Mr.  Peter  Hughes  was 
elected  to  replace  Mrs.  Nancy  Moran  on  the  school  committee.  We 
welcome  our  newest  member  and  which  him  success  in  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  this  important  community  office.  In  May,  1992,  Mrs. 
Moran  retired  from  the  school  committee,  having  served  three 
outstanding  years  as  member,  secretary,  and  chairperson.  We 
commend  Mrs.  Moran  for  her  years  of  dedication,  commitment,  and 
honorable  service  to  education  and  to  the  youth  of  Harwich.  The  school 
community  is  indeed  grateful  for  her  many  hours  of  effort  made  on  behalf 
of  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  significant  actions  which  took  place  during 
the  1992  school  year  was  to  address  the  constantly-asked  question:  How 
well  are  we  doing  as  a  school  system?  In  order  to  respond  intelligently  to 
the  issue,  members  of  the  committee,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Superintendent,  undertook  as  one  of  their  primary  goals  the 
development  of  a  comprehensive  Parent  Survey  Questionnaire  which 
was  distributed  to  parents  of  all  children  in  our  schools. 

Results  from  298  respondents  indicated  that,  generally,  they  were 
pleased  with  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  school  buildings;  the 
diversity  and  effectiveness  of  programs  and  curriculum  system-wide;  the 
continued  commitment  to  small  class  size  at  all  levels;  the  leadership  of 
the  school  committee  members;  and  the  professionalism  of 
administrators,  staff,  and  support  personnel  for  their  caring  attitude 
towards  the  children  of  Harwich. 

Respondents,  however,  did  express  serious  concern  with  regard  to 
the  level  of  community  support  to  adequately  fund  education. 
Additionally,  respondents  expressed  concerns  in  areas  of  student 
discipline  at  the  Middle  School,  high  cost  of  special  needs 
programs/services,  and  the  elimination  of  several  extracurricular 
activities  at  the  Middle/High  School  levels.  Overall,  respondents  praised 
the  educational  direction  and  mission  of  the  school  system  and  awarded 
the  (K-12)  school  effort  a  B  grade. 

The  committee  is  grateful  to  Ms.  Stephanie  Henderson,  Director  of 
the  Harwich  Extended  Day  Programs,  for  her  leadership  and 
commitment  to  the  students  who  attend  these  unique  before-  and  after¬ 
school  programs. 

The  Extended  Day  Programs  sponsored  by  the  Harwich  Public 
Schools  involve  children  in  kindergarten  through  Grade  8,  are  self- 
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supporting,  fee-based,  and  provide  care  to  students  whose  parents  are 
working  beyond  the  regular  school  hours.  The  programs  give  students 
an  opportunity  to  explore  new  interests,  build  friendships,  develop  self¬ 
esteem,  and  work  cooperatively  in  a  safe,  trusting  environment.  These 
are  worthy  programs,  administered  by  a  committed  staff  and  director. 
We  extend  our  appreciation  and  thanks  for  Mrs.  Henderson’s 
outstanding  work  on  behalf  of  our  youngsters. 

The  committee  is  also  grateful  to  Ms.  Frances  Joseph,  Community 
Coordinator  for  the  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council.  Through  the 
efforts  of  the  council  a  number  of  noteworthy  programs  and  services 
have  been  brought  to  young  children,  their  families,  and  day-care 
providers  in  Harwich.  Programs  offered  by  the  council,  including  the 
“Make  Way  for  Kids”  program  at  the  Elementary  School,  have  been 
funded  by  State  grants  and  administered  by  the  Harwich  Public  Schools. 
The  public  schools  also  provide  some  funding  for  programs,  in-kind 
services,  and  space.  The  ECAC  staff,  parent  volunteers,  and 
representatives  from  the  community  are  applauded  for  their  efforts  and 
time  as  they  service  on  this  important  and  worthwhile  council. 

A  special  thanks  and  appreciation  is  extended  to  Mr.  Marc  Dupuis, 
our  Business  Manager  for  the  past  five  years.  He  will  be  truly  missed.  We 
have  accepted  his  recent  resignation  with  deep  regret,  as  his  scheduled 
departure  to  Falmouth  will  take  place  in  January,  1993.  We  are  confident 
that  Mr.  Dupuis  will  continue  to  succeed  wherever  the  challenge  might 
take  him.  We  express  to  him  our  sincere  thank-you  for  a  job  well  done 
and  for  performing  his  duties  in  the  highest  professional  manner. 

We  wish  to  give  special  thanks  to  the  many  civic  organizations,  service 
clubs,  and  other  municipal  departments  for  their  assistance  and 
cooperation  with  the  school  committee.  We  would  also  like  to  express 
our  sincere  gratitude  to  the  various  school-related  organizations.  Parent 
Teacher  Associations,  and  Advisory  Councils;  to  the  Harwich  Chamber 
of  Commerce  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Extended  Day 
Programs  and  Career  Day  Programs  at  the  Harwich  High  School;  to  the 
Harwich  Police  Department  for  their  participation  in  and  dedication  to 
the  schools  in  implementing  the  Drug/ Alcohol  Program,  D.A.R.E.;  and 
to  the  Friends  of  the  Albro  House  for  providing  volunteers  in  the  schools 
and  savings  bond  awards  for  students  in  the  Middle  School  in  support  of 
student  achievement. 

A  special  appreciation  is  extended  to  Superintendent  Charles  Ferris 
for  his  dedication,  commitment,  and  professional  manner  in 
representing  the  Harwich  Public  Schools  and  the  community  at  large. 
His  leadership  and  skills  have  led  the  school  system  into  prominence 
throughout  the  area.  He  is  an  outstanding  administrator  who  has 
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accomplished  a  great  deal  despite  the  fiscal  limits  imposed.  Thanks  are 
extended  to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Hemmings  for  her  performance  as  School 
Committee  Recording  Secretary.  Her  years  of  experience  and 
knowledge  regarding  school  matters  have  been  most  helpful  to  school 
committee  members  and  to  its  chairperson. 

Thanks  is  also  merited  by  the  members  of  the  Harwich  School 
Committee  who  continue  to  give  unselfishly  of  themselves  and  their  time 
in  those  areas  regarding  educational  policy  and  in  other  matters  too 
numerous  to  mention  yet  important  enough  to  require  discussion  and, 
often,  difficult  decisions. 

Finally,  a  sincere  thank-you  is  extended  to  the  students  and  citizens  of 
Harwich  for  the  cooperation,  support,  and  understanding  provided  to 
the  school  committee  during  the  past  year.  We  are  most  fortunate  to 
make  available  sound,  educational  programs  for  our  students 
throughout  the  school  district.  Our  primary  mission  continues  to  be 
excellence  in  education  for  all  children  who  attend  the  Harwich  Public 
Schools.  Together  we  can  make  good  things  happen!

Report  of  the 

Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical 
High  School  District 


Cape  Cod  Tech  has  experienced  another  exciting  year  of  technical 
education  under  the  direction  of  Timothy  Carroll,  Superintendent- 
Director.  Although  Educational  Reform  continues  to  make  us  ever 
mindful  of  proposed  changes,  we  have  continued  to  offer  outstanding 
educational  programs  to  our  school  population. 

This  was  evidenced  in  VI CA  (Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America) 
by  the  award  of  a  gold  medal  on  the  state  level  and  silver  and  bronze 
medals  on  the  national  level  to  Cape  Cod  Tech  participants  in 
competition  with  other  vocational/ technical  students.  Cape  Cod  Tech  is 
ever  grateful  to  the  staff  who  sponsored  the  weekly  Bingo  games  which 
supported  the  expenses  of  conferences  and  competition  in  VICA,  FFA 
(Future  Farmers  of  America),  DECA  (Distributive  Education  Clubs  of 
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America)  and  which  also  graciously  donated  toolships  and  scholarships 
for  many  of  our  graduates.  During  this  past  year  twenty-two  students 
representing  all  sending  schools  successfully  completed  the  Pre- 
Vocational  Program,  fifty  adult  students  received  vocational/technical 
certificates  from  the  Adult  Training  Program,  four  students  participated 
in  a  pilot  program  called  Re-Invest  which  is  a  new  program  for  high 
school  drop-outs.  In  addition,  six  students  from  three  of  Cape  Cod 
Tech’s  sending  schools  participated  in  a  new  JEV  Program  (Joint 
Educational  Venture)  which  allows  students  to  attend  a 
vocational/technical  program  each  morning  and  then  return  to  their 
sending  schools  for  academic  subjects.  It  is  expected  that  enrollment  in 
all  of  these  specific  programs  will  continue  to  increase  in  the  future. 

In  conjunction  with  Cape  Cod  Community  College,  Cape  Cod  Tech 
has  initiated  a  Management  Tech  Prep  Program  for  students  in  grades 
11-14  and  is  preparing  to  launch  other  four-year  programs  which  will  link 
the  junior  and  senior  years  of  high  school  with  two  years  of 
postsecondary  education.  Tech  prep  programs  combine  academic 
learning  with  the  mastery  of  technical  and  vocational  skills  to  produce 
“high  performance”  graduates  with  an  associate  degree. 

Competency-Based  Vocational  Education  is  in  place  for  all  vocational 
programs.  Many  Cape  Cod  Tech  staff  have  participated  on  Super 
Teams  sponsored  by  the  Northeast  Regional  Center  for  Drug-Free 
Schools  and  Communities.  Cape  Cod  Tech  is  one  of  seven  schools  in 
the  northeastern  part  of  the  United  States  participating  in  Super  Teams 
which  is  funded  by  a  federal  grant  for  the  purpose  of  improving  school 
climate,  and  many  activities  have  taken  place  involving  staff,  students, 
parents,  and  community  leaders.  Cape  Cod  Tech  graduated  102 
students  in  1992;  34%  were  placed  in  jobs  in  their  trade,  27%  pursued 
further  education,  3%  joined  the  armed  forces,  15%  were  employed  in 
positions  out  of  their  trade,  and  27%  were  either  at  home  with  children  or 
seeking  employment.

Report  of  the 

Finance  Committee 


In  1992,  as  in  several  preceding  years,  the  Finance  Committee 
recommended  the  transfer  of  an  amount  from  available  funds  to  fund  the 
operating  budget  of  the  town.  The  constraints  of  Proposition  2^2  have 
continued  to  make  it  impossible  to  fund  the  budget  within  the  amount  of 
money  raised  by  taxes.  The  Committee  recommended  the  support  of 
budgets  in  an  amount  that  would  maintain  emergency  services,  such  as 
police  and  fire  protection,  the  supply  of  public  drinking  water,  public 
health  services,  the  education  of  our  young  citizens,  the  maintenance  of 
our  disposal  area,  roads,  beaches,  buildings  and  equipment  and  the 
timely  replacement  of  vehicles  and  equipment. 

The  goal  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  to  make  recommendations 
that  would  maintain  services  at  a  level  comparable  to  those  of  last  year. 
For  several  years  the  Committee  has  requested  that  town  departments 
prioritize  the  articles  that  they  submit  for  placement  in  the  warrant.  This 
has  become  particularly  difficult  as  important  needs  have  remained 
unfunded.  This  exercise  has  become  a  prioritizing  of  essentials  and 
essential  services. 

In  1992  the  voter,  at  a  Special  Election,  passed  two  articles.  These 
articles  exempt  from  the  limits  of  Proposition  214  the  purchase  of  two  fire 
vehicles,  a  pumper  and  a  ladder  truck,  and  a  Water  Department  article 
that  included  a  new  pumping  station  for  the  North  Harwich  well  and  five 
corrosion  control  facilities. 

The  Committee  anticipates  that  it  will  continue  to  adhere  to  a 
conservative  fiscal  policy.  However,  it  is  becoming  apparent  that  the 
maintaining  of  services  will  soon  require  an  override  of  Proposition  214- 

The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
its  appreciation  to  town  officials  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  support.

Report  of  the 

Board  of  Assessors 


In  our  continuing  effort  to  maintain  equitable  assessments,  the 
Assessing  Department  has  reviewed  all  property  values  in  town  and 
compared  them  to  approximately  four  hundred  annual  sales  in  calendar 
1991  for  the  FY  1992  tax  bills.  In  many  cases,  this  resulted  in  a  reduction 
of  values.  This  reduction  in  assessed  value  was  the  primary  reason  for 
the  increase  in  the  tax  rate  from  $8.96  to  $10.32  per  thousand.  The 
Assessing  Department  will  continue  to  monitor  actual  sales  and  make 
yearly  assessment  adjustments  as  needed. 

Members  of  the  Department  are  continuing  the  project  of  reinspecting 
all  of  the  properties  in  town.  Although  this  is  a  large  project,  it  helps  to 
insure  the  quality  of  our  assessments.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  publicly  thank  the  taxpayers  for  their  cooperation  during  our  reviews 
of  their  property. 

We  continue  to  seek  your  support  for  the  “owners  unknown” 
program  that  has  been  active  for  many  years.  This  program  has  value  to 
the  Town  in  that  it  brings  unassessed  land  back  on  the  tax  rolls.  For 
example,  last  year  six  parcels  comprising  43.24  acres,  with  an  assessed 
value  of  $627,400,  were  added  to  the  tax  rolls. 
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In  order  to  monitor  market  rents  and  typical  expenses  for  commercial 
properties,  the  Department  will  be  mailing  income  and  expense 
questionnaires  to  all  commercial  property  owners,  under  Chapter  59, 
Section  38-D  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.
